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CANAL AGREEMENT FAILS 


Great Britain Rejects Amended 
Hay-Pauncefote Treaty. 


No Counter Proposition Made-——British 
Find Senate Changes Undesirable 
—Character ot the Reply. 


WASHINGTON, March 11.—The long ex- 
Pected answer ‘from the British Govern- 
ment to the State Department's communi- 
fation reciting the action of the Senate 
Wpon the Hay-Pauncefote treaty was re- 
ceived at noon to-day. Lord Pauncefote 
tthe British Ambassador, already had ac- 
quainted Secretary Hay with the fact that 
he had received a communication from his 
Government on the subject, and it is be- 
lieved it has been in his possession for 
g@everal days. Secretary Hay had acquired 
@ general knowledge of the character of 
the British response. 

Lord Pauncefote came to the State De- 
fpartment at noon by appointment. He 
brought the answer with him, and read it 
to Secretary Hay. It was, in form, an 
fnstruction from Lord Lansdowne, the 
British Minister of Foreign Affairs, to 
(Lord Pauncefote, and of this instruction 
he left a copy with Secretary Hay. The 
Secretary and the Ambassador were clos- 
eted for half an hour. At the conclusion 
of the conference it was stated that the 
instruction to Lord Pauncefote was to no- 
tify the Government of the United States 
that the British Government did not see 
Sts way clear to the acceptance of the 
Benate amendments. 

These amendments were treated in detail 
ft some length, in argumentative fashion, 
fhe purpose of the British Government be- 
ing to show that it ‘had sound reason for 
@eclining to accept them. After disposing 
@f the details, the note concluded with an 
@xpression of regret that such a course 
was forced upon the Brit:sh Government. 
There was nothing in the nature of a 
®@ounter proposition. It was stated that if 
there is to be a further attempt to amend 
fhe Clayton-Bulwer treaty, so as to au- 
thorize the United States to construct a 
waterway across the Isthmus, then it is 
Zor the United States to make the overture; 


the British Government simply drops the 
Matter at this point. 

Secretary Hay carried the communication 
to the White House to talk with the Presi- 
dent as to the future action of the depart- 
ment, but as no opportunity offered this 
afternoon for a conference, it cannot yct 
be stated what action, if any, will be taken 
by this Goverrment. It is stated that 
there is no hurry even in the event that it 
shall be decided to invite Great Britain to 
join fin fresh negotiations as to an isthmian 
cana!, Congress not being in session to 
consider a treaty, if one should be framed. 
The belief seems to be warranted that 
there will be no further negotiations on 
the subject in the immediate future, un- 
less some event not now foreseen by the 
officials causes a radical change in the 
situation. 

For the present the text of the British 
@nswer wil! be withheld from publication, 
on this side of the water at least, though 
fitcis said that after the President las 
thoroughly considered the matter some gén- 
eral statement may be made as to the 
points developed. 


CH4RACTER OF BRITISH ANSWER. 


The British answer is quite long, as such 
@ocuments go, and would make about two 
Mewspaper columns. The tone of the reply 
is distinctly friendly throughout, particu- 
Jarly so in the concluding assurances of 
good-will and a desife to co-operate in the 
realization of this undertaking.” Although 
the text is withheld it is understood that 
the answer takes up each of the three 
amendments made by the Senate. and pre- 
sents the difficulties in the way of assent- 


ing to them. As to the amendment which 
struck out all that clause of the treaty in- 
viting other maritime nations to concur in 
the neutralizing of the canal, the British 
view is that while the United States and 
Great Britain can bind themselves by treaty 
to neutralize the canal, they cannot make 
Se asta binding on all other Govern- 
nts unless these Governments concur. 

.As_to the entire abrogation of the Clay- 
-Bulwer treaty, as provided by one of 

e Senate amendments, it appears to be 
the British view that such a step is too 
far-reaching to be taken without some ne- 
gotiation in which the British side of the 
case is presented. The so-called Davis 
amendment appears, however, to be the 
chief obstacle In the way of an agreement, 
and while the British reply makes no sug- 
gestion of any further negotiation, it seems 
to be a fair inference from its general 
tenor that if a modification of this amend-

/ A reading of the answer also makes plain 
that while it does not make counter-propo- 
sitions or propose further action, yet it 
does not preclude such action by laying 
down a course which will be adhered to 
without the slightest deviation. On the 
contrary, the answer takes the form of an 
argument tending to show that the amend- 
ments proposed by the Senate do not fairly 
consider the various British interests in- 
volved, and that for that reason they can- 
not be accepted in the form presented. 
There is nothing peremptory in the tone of 
the answer. ‘ 


THE PRIOR NEGOTIATIONS. 


The Hay-Pauncefote negotiations have 
been in progress for something over two 
years, and owing to the great interests in- 
volved they have constituted the chief in- 
ternational question at issue before the 
State Department. The treaty was signed 
prior to the opening of the Fifty-sixth 


Congress and was submitted to the Senate 
in December, 1899. 
opposition in that body, but after consid- 
erable delay was ratified after several 
amendments had been adopted. 

The chief issue was made on what is 
known as the Davis amendment. While in 
terms this did not give the United States a 
right to fortify the canal, yet in general 
language it expressed 
country to adopt such measures in regard 
to the canal as were deemed necessary for 
the proper maintenance of American au- 
thority. After extended debate in execu- 
tive session this and two other amendments 
to the treaty were adopted, and the treaty 
was ratified as amended. The two other 
amendments abrogated the Clayton-Bulwer 
treaty and struck out the provision of the 
treaty which invited other foreign Govern- 
Ments to express their approval of it. 

As the amendments created conditions 
which the British Government had not con- 
@eurred in when the original treaty was 
@nade, it was necessary to present the in-

strument in its armended form to that Gov- 
ernment for its approval. It is understood 
that one moving consideration in the minds 
of the British statesmen who considered 
the answer to be made was that their de- 
termination affected not only Great Britain 
and her interests in the canal, but all. the 
maritime nations of Europe and of the 
world at large, as the complete neutraliz- 
ing of the canal under the terms of the 
treaty would have the effect of conferring 
the same rights and usage to Germany, 
France, and other nations that were en- 
joyed by Great Britain. It was rather in 
the character of trustee for the maritime 
nations that the amended treaty was con- 
sidered. 


QUESTION OF COMPENSATION. 


Furthermore, an important consideration 
was as to the effect of the new instrument 
in completely wiping out the Clayton-Bul- 
wer treaty, and the rights which Great 
Britain claimed under that document. Some 
of the British statesmen held that there 
should be a quid pro quo, if British claims 
under the Clayton-Bulwer treaty were sur- 
rendered. It also was held that Great Brit- 
ain had certain vested rights in Central 
America, which had given place to the 
Clayton-Bulwer treaty, so that, if the trea- 
ty was to be succeeded by something less 
substantial, then the old vested rights of 
Great Britain were obliterated without any 
adequate return. At the same time, the 
understanding here is that the sentiment 
of British officials was to avoid a breach 
or issue with the United States, and if pos- 
— to arrange a common basis of agree- 
ment. 

In some British quarters it was held that 
too much friction already had been caused 
by the canal issue, and that since the Unit- 
ed States was willing to invest the hundreds 
of millions of dollars required . for the 
canal’s construction, and then admit to it 
the commerce of Great Britain and the 
world at large, it was but just to give the 
American Government a certain degree of 
authority over the canal, particularly when 
its military necessities required such au- 
thority. In this spirit, and with these con- 
flicting considerations, the matter has been 
pending before the British Cabinet, with 
the result of the formal answer communi- 
cated by Lord Pauncefote to-day. 

The effect of the British answer cannot 
be to restore the life of the Hay-Paunce- 
fote treaty so far as now appears. That 
document had a distinct limitation, within 
which it could be ratified, and no doubt 
seems to exist among officials that the pe- 
riod expired when the Senate adjourned. 
The answer is chiefly important, therefore, 
as making clear the attitude of the British 
Government alongside the attitude of the 
American Government. With the two post- 
tions thus clearly defined, it remains to be 
seen whether the United States Govern- 
ment will carry on such further negotia- 
tions as may reconcile differences and bring | 
about a common ground of action. 


NEXT STEP BY UNITED STATES.

WASHINGTON, March 11.—The rejection 
of the Hay-Pauncefote treaty by the Brit- 
ish Government, without terms and without 
any counter proposition, leaves a clear-cut 
issue between the two Governments. If 
there is to be any treaty about the Nica- 
ragua Canal, negotiations must be begun 
absolutely from the beginning. When the 
new negotiations are begun Great Britain 
will be able to submit her counter proposi- 
tion, if she has any. The situation will then 
be that the United States desires to renew 


negotiations, and that the British Govern- 
ment, acceding to the American request, 
listens to what this — has to say and 
makes known what it will accept as the 
_— of reopening the subject. The matter 

s completely closed by the British reply. 
If it is reopened it must be at the request 
of the United States. Great Britain will 
then point to the Clayton-Bulwer treaty, 
show that the United States cannot ¢on- 
struct an interoceanic canal under it with- 
out her consent, and name her price. 

There are only three ways out for the 
United States. One is to claim that the 
treaty is void, the second that it is voida- 
ble, the third to accept the British position 
that the treaty is in full force, and begin 
negotiations anew at that disadvantage. 
The first door is closed to the United 
States. The third would make  negotia- 
tions practically impossible, for it is mor- 
ally certain that the Senate would not ac- 
cept the terms which Great Britain would 
dictate if a full acceptance of her position 
were made. The belief is general to-night 
that if negotiations are renewed it will be 
upon the basis of the second claim. This 
is the old claim made by Blaine and 
Frelinghuysen, that the treaty may be de- 
elared void. Upon this basis the United 
States would have a chance to manoeuvre 
for position, and there is a strong belief 
that the negotiations will be renewed upon 
this basis. 

If Great Britain declines to consider this 
view the matter will be left practically 
where it was before, and the Senate will 
heave a chance to step in. The claim that 
the Clayton-Bulwer treaty is dead cannot 
be seriously urged, in view of all that has 
taken place. The idea of negotiating with 
Great Britain on her own terms is im- 
possible. It is believed that, rather than 
produce the serious situation which would 
follow if Great Britain should decline to 
recognize the old treaty as voidable, .in 
view of what Congress may do, the Britf8h 
will consent to consider this suggestion. 
If she does not, an absolute déadlock will 
follow, in which Great Britain would not 
recognize the Clayton-Bulwer treaty as 
either void or voidable, and the American 
Congress would be determined to take ac- 
tion in defiance of that position. 


LONDON PRESS COMMENT.

His Refusal to Allow Executions in Pe- 
king Is in Accord with the Amer- 
ican Army Regulations.

WASHINGTON, March 11.—For some 
time complaints from Peking about Gen. 
Chaffee’s lack of interest in the punish- 
ment of the Chinese have been appearing 
in the London papers, and have given great 
gratification to the War Department offi- 
cials. Gen. Chaffee has consistently re- 
fused to take part in punitive expeditions, 
even when invited to do so by Count von 
Waldersee, and has neglected to partici- 
pate in the military executions ordered in 
Peking. These exeoutions have been tak- 
ing place ever since Peking was placed un- 
der military rule, and in the German quar- 
ter, according to one authority, they have 
risen to as high as fifty executions a day, 
a number seldom exceeded in Paris during 
the Reign of Terror. The American quar- 
ter alone has not been made the scene of 


such executions. 
To-day the complaint was made in a 


London paper that not a single execution 
had taken place in the American quarter 
since the occupation of Peking, and that 
in addition to that Gen, Chaffee has over- 
ridden the decision of a Chinese Judge and 


refused to allow the decapitation of ‘' sev- 
eral notorious Boxer chiefs,’’ condemned 
by this Judge. 

The War Department officials say that 
the complaint against Gen. Chaffee is well 
founded, and that his policy is indorsed 
by the department. They also say that 
the complaint of the London paper under- 
states the case, and that, in fact, there 
have been no ‘“ military executions" of 
Chinese by the Americans, not only since 
the occupation of Peking, but at any time. 
It appears to be thought in London that 
this policy is one inaugurated through mis- 
taken leniency on the part of Chaffee him- 
self. To clear up the situation, and to 
show that Gen. Chaffee is not pursuing 
any policy except the regular American 
policy, which has the full indorsement and 
support of the Administration, the follow- 
ing 


facts were made known to-day: 

When the American Government first sent 
troops to China under Gen. Chaffee an 
order was issyed by Secretary Root calling 
their attention to the American military 
regulations and articles of war, and they 
were commanded to scrupulously observe 
them, particularly those in regard to the 
prohibition of looting, robbery, and other 
crimes. Gen. Chaffee carried out his in- 
structions to the letter during the march to 
Peking. After his arrival there the situa- 
tion became that of military occupation, 
and, as such, a state of things ensued 

| which practically brought about martial 
law. 

The American regulations are very spe- 
cific in regard to what may and may not be 
done during military occupation. Gen. 
Chaffee adopted as his guide in this respect 
General Order No. 100, issued during the 
civil war under the authority of President 
Lincoln. This order, which has been the 
guide of the American Army ever since, 
was promulgated on April 24, 1863, and it is 
remarkable not only for its comprehensive 
scope, but for the language in which it was 
couched. It directs the American troops, 
whenever they are occupying conquered ter- 
ritory, to observe the strictest rules of 
justice and mercy. One of its sentences, 
which Gen. Chaffee has serupulously ob- 
served from his first assumption of author- 
ity in the district allotted. to the Ameri- 
cans in Peking, is as follows: 

‘“*“As martial law is executed by militar 
force, it is incumbent upon those who ad- 
minister it to be strictly guided by the prin- 
ciples of justice, honor, and humanity, vir- 
tues adorning the soldier even more than 
other men, for the very reason that he pos- 
sesses the power of his arms against the 
unarmed,”’ 

When the question of military executions 
came up, Gen. Chaffee found his guide in 
another section of this comprehensive or- 
der. It declares that no person shall be put 
to death except with the assent of the 
President unless he has been found guilty in 
time of war, by a court-martial, of certain 
specified crimes, including murder, mutiny, 
and spying. Gen. Chaffee has followed the 
policy of the American Government, which 
holds that there is no state of war in China, 

| and has refused to permit the courts-mar- 
tial of persons alleged to be Boxers. The 
Chinese Judge referred to in the London 
paper is evidently within the jurisdiction 
of the American district, and _ therefore 
under Gen. Chaffee’s control, and the Gen- 
eral has therefore stepped in and refused 
to allow the decapitation of alleged Boxers 
tried for military crimes, but not tried in 
time of war by courts-martial. 

In short, Gen. Chaffee’s conduct has been, 
from the ‘War Department's point of view, 
admirable, deserving of all praise, and 
strictly in line with the orders given to 
him at the outset. The criticism by for-

SAYS JAPAN IS NOT BELLICOSE. 

LONDON, March 12.—The Japanese Lega- 
tion in London has received a bundle of dis- 
patches from Tokio relative to Russia's 
movements in Manchuria, but the Japanese 
Minister here is unwilling to admit that 
Japan is alarmed over the recent changes 
in the situation. 

‘‘ Japan is still reluctant to believe,” said 
an official of the Japanese Legation last 
evening, ‘‘ that any power, even Russia, is 
acting outside the concert of powers. Apart 
from the interest which all the powers 
have in a successful solution of the Chinese 
question, Japan would have special cause 
to be offended should the present harmony 
be disturbed by any individual arrange- 
ment between China and any other country. 

“We do not desire to participate in the 
slightest way in disturbing the present 
united action. The war betweefi Japan and 
China occurred at a time when Japan was 
just entering upon a new era of commer- 
cial prosperity; and, while there is nothing 
to regret so far as military and naval pres- 
tige is concerned, we are naturally peaceful 
and do not desire hostilities. 5 

‘‘It may be set down, therefore, that 
Japan will do her utmost to maintain peace 
and to insure a successful settlement of all 
questions in China. This does not mean 
that we will submit to any injustice; but 
the attitude of the Japanese Government 
to-day is that it is unwilling to believe that 
Russia would defy the powers by secret 
negotiations with China, or that the powers 
would permit such an arrangement to pro- 
ceed, to the manifest injury of Japan as 
well as themselves.” 


TO REMAIN IN CHINA. 


Two Companies of the Ninth Infantry 
Told They Are to Stay There. 
PEKING, March 11.—Companies A and B 
of the Ninth United States Infantry have 
been notified that they are to remain in 
China. It is believed that Major Robertson 

will command them. 

Many Americans here urge the legation to 
use its influence to have at least two field 
gung and enough artillerymen to work them 
left. They say that during the siege these 


guns would have been more valuable than 
200 armed men, and that necessity for their 
use is liable to occur again. 


The American field telegraph line which | 


was constructed here has ceased operations, 
and the wire has been coiled in preparation 
for shipment to Manila. ° 

The question of quartérs for the American 
troops remaining in Peking is still the sub- 
ject of discussion. Army men favor the 
Temple of Agriculture, as being healthy and 
sufficiently near the legation for troops to be 
sent there in a hurry as an additional daily 
guard should circumstances arise rendering 
it necessary. They think the Court's objec- 
tions are magnified. It is not likely that 
the British will relinquish the Temple of 
Heaven, and they will certainly long require 
the permanent building being erected there. 

The only other available place ready is a 
palace belonging to one of the Princes, far 
from the legation, in the middle of the Tar- 
tar City. This is private property. 


MR. CONGER STARTS FOR HOME. 


PEKING, March 11.—United States Min- 
ister Conger left here this morning. All 
the foreign Ministers and a large number 
of other persons bade him farewell at the 
railway station. 


WASHINGTON, March 11.—A cablegram 
received at the State Department an- 
nounces the departure of Minister Conger 
én route to the Unfted States. is sixty 
days’ leave of absence will begin when he 
reaches San Francisco. 

Mr. Conger’s message was as follows: 

“I leave Peking to-day for America. 
Squiers is left in charge.”

The Japanese Government Deadlock. 
TOKIO, March 11.—The Imperial Diet, 
which had been prorogued until March 8 to 
give the House of Peers an opportunity to 
assent to the new Taxation bills, covering 
the expenses of the Japanese Expeditionary 
Corps in China, was again prorogued for 
five days. If, in the meantime, the Cabinet 
of Marquis Ito does not overceme the op- 

sition of the House of Peers, two alterna- 
tives only will remain—the dismissal of the 
Cabinet or a temporary Suspension of the 
Sonstitution. A third prorogation of the 


ae is not permissible under the Constitu- 
on. 


Gen. Chaffee’s Admonition.

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WORK DONE BY THE 
COMMITTEE OF FIVE 


Mr. Nixon Gives in Substance the 
Report as Made. 


Says Gamblers Have Been Compeliled 


to Leave New York City—Has Not 
Quarreled with Croker. 


Many of the gamblers who a month ago 
infested New York have gone to Chicago, 
Philadelphia, and Boston, according to the 
statement made last evening to a NEW 
YORK TIMEs reporter by Lewis F. Nixon, 
who was Chairman of the Tammany Com- 
mittee of Five. 

In Philadelphia the gamblers from New 
York have ‘established relations’’ with 
the police, according to the information 
received by the Tammany investigators. 

Resorts of lawbreakers which a few 
months ago were running wide open near 
churches and public schools have been 
closed. Of the 340 gambling places found to 
be in existence by the Committee of Five, it 
is now claimed 80 per cent. have been 
closed and the 20 per cent. now running are 
doing little business for fear of raids by the 
police, the District Attorney's office, and 
the agents of the various societies organ- 
ized to fight vice. 

The above is a resumé of the work ac- 
complished by the Committee of Five, as 
given to a NEw YorK TIMEs reporter last 
evening by Chairman Nixon. 

Mr. Nixon said that the report which was 
made to Chairman Daniel F. MacMahon 
of the Tammany Executive Committee was 
general in terms and contained no startling 
statements. 

The reasons for the appointment of the 
committee are stated in the report, and 
then there is an account of the sessions of 
the committee and a description of the 
conditions which the investigators had to 
fight. There is no placing of responsibil- 
ity for the vice which existed in New 
York, and, according to Mr. Nixon, Re- 
publicans and Democrats are equally re- 


} sponsible. 


Under the old bi-partisan board, Mr. Nix- 
on said, the responsibility was equally di- 
vided. When it was decided to pass the 
single-headed Police bill, Mr. Nixon said 
he 1ound the work of the Committee of Five 
near to a finish, and so stated in public in- 
terviews. With Commissioner Murphy in 
power at the head of the Police Depart- 
ment, there is no question about responsi- 
bility, and Tammany Hall is willing to be 
held to account for the moral or immoral 
condition of the city. 

The report of the Tammany Committee 
of Five does not mention William 8. Dev- 
ery’s name. He is not charged with being 
responsible for the system of * police pro- 
tection ’’ which the Tammany investigators 
found to exist. 

When seen by a TIMES reporter at his 
residence last evening, Mr. Nixon said: 

“T have always made it a custom to give 
the public all the information I could about 
matters of public concern. The report of 
the Committee of Five which has been 
made to Chairman McMahon. I am confi- 
dent will be made public, because there is 
nothing in the document which should be 


concealed. 

eh Committee of Five did not go 
arcund with a brass band and announce 
what it had accomplished, but I will say 
that the condition of the city from a moral 
standpoint has been greatly improved on 
account of the committee’s work. If I had 
gone through the Tenderloin district and 
raided a few of the 
would have made 
stock of the city. 
Street. 

‘That proved a lesson to the gamblers. 
They found at once that their business 
could not be run safely. The raid was also 
a notice to ail people that they were in 
danger when they went into such places. 
There was no question about spiriting away 
witnesses. There were the paraphernalia, 
the Judge, the testimony, and all evidence 
to warrant conviction. After that raid 
there Was an exodus of gamblers from 
New York. 

“During the three months in which I 
worked night and day in ares the 
vice of the city many avenues of informa- 
tion were opened to me. I am still in- 
formed of where these gamblers and other 
law-breakers are going and what they are 
doing. 

“Of the 340 gambling places which were 
opened a few months ago 20 per cent. are 
in existence now, and they are run so care- 
fully that a person has to ‘establish rela- 
tions’ with the gambling fraternity before 
the doors are opened. 

“Of the 270 and odd gamblers who were 
driven out of New York, I have found that 
most of the number have migrated to Phil- 
adelphia, where they find the climate com- 
fortable, and to Chicago and other large 
cities. They have taken with them a large 
following of helpers." 

‘*Do you think that the gambling places 
now open will be closed?’’ was asked. 

“That is a matter I have nothing to do 
with now. The responsibility rests on 
other shoulders.”’ 

“Is the story true that you and Richard 
Croker have become unfriendly on account 
of your activity against the law-breakers?’ 
was asked. 

‘The story is false. Mr. Croker has in 
every way upheld the work which the Com- 
mittee of Five started out to do. 

‘He said when the committee was formed 
that the sessions should be public. We 
gave to the public all the information we 
could. There were hundreds of things ac- 
complished by the Committee of Five the 
facts of which will never be known. 

‘“* All disorderly places near public schools 
and churches in which were lawbreakers 
were shut up tight and steps were taken to 
keep them shut. Mr. Croker has indorsed 
the work, and I want to say that my rela- 
tions with him are very friendly now.” 

‘Will you make a statement about Mr. 
Croker’s son leaving your employ at the 
shipyard?" 

“The son, Herbert, who is a young fel- 
low, wanted to learn naval architecture. 
After talking with Mr. Croker about the 
matter, it was decided that he would come 
to the shipyards at Elizabethport and start 
at the foot of the ladder. He came to the 
yards last September. He put on overalls 
and knocked about the yard. 

“He barked his shims and knuckles, and 
the young man worked hard and earnestly 
while there. After talking with Mr. Croker 
again, I said that the young man should 
spend two years in obtaining a technical 
knowiecge of naval architecture, 

‘““Mr. Croker said that as his son was 
young. it would be better for him to start 
grins the technical knowledge, and when 

e completed that work he would be able 
to stand the hard knocks about the yard. 

‘*Mr. Croker asked me to find him a tu- 
tor. Herbert studied hard. I understand 
a short time ago Mr. Croker wanted his 
son to visit England. In fact. Mr. Croker 
asked me to obtain for him in England a 
tutor in his adopted profession. That is all 
there is to that story.”’ 

‘““What about the map of all the gam- 
bling places in New York which the Com- 
mittee of Five prepared?’ 

“We did not prepare a map. Diagrams 
of all the precincts were made up, with the 
names of the Captains in the corner. The 
location Of every gambling place was 
marked by a black spot. The situation was 
plain to the eye. 

‘“*In some precincts there would not be a 
black spot. Other precincts would be liter- 
ally covered. The diagrams showed at a 
glance the sections of the city where vice 
was rampant and the location of every 
gambling place. 

‘*Commissioner Murphy has a copy of all 
the diagrams, and I understand that he is 
going to have them framed. The list of 
wambling places which was printed in Tue 
TIMES several months ago I found on inves- 
tigation to be Se accurate.”’ 

Mr. Nixon said that he was receiving in- 
formation about gambling places from 
various sources and that he was still watch- 
ing matters. 

‘The members of the Committee of Five 
were expected to ndle the pitch without 
being defiled.

GEN. HARRISON’S ILLNESS. 


Slight Change for the Worse Yesterday, 
but Dr. Jameson Is Hopeful of the 
ex-President’s Recovery. 


INDIANAPOLIS, March 11.—Dr. Henry 
Jameson has been in constant attendance 
on ex-President Harrison, and, with Dr. 
Evan Hadley, has alternated in a close 
watch for the slightest sign of improve- 
ment or relapse. 

At 7:30 o'clock to-night Dr. Jameson is- 
sued the following statement: 

“Gen. Harrison got through the night in 
excellent shape, and in a manner gratifying 
to myself and Drs. Hadley and Dorsey. He 
held his own splendidly until 10 o’clock 
this morning, when a slight change for the 
worse was apparent. The inflammation in 
the left lung and the pains in his chest 
then began to cause him a great deal of 
trouble, and produced a state of nervous- 
ness and restlessness which caused: him 
much discomfort. 

“I find no great cause for alarm to-night 
in the condition of Gen. Harrison, and at- 
tribute the change to-day to the fact that 
he has been laboring with his ailment one 
day longer. At this hour he is more rest- 
less. His temperature is now 1024-5, his 
pulse 95, respiration 35. i think he will 
have no difficulty in going through the 
night. As to the definite time when a 
crisis will occur I cannot say. in dealing 
with pneumonia and kindred forms of ill- 


ness, a crisis is a quantity hard to reckon 
with. In forty-eight hours there will be a 
change of some sort, either for the worse 
or better. 

“With the other physicians, I am very 
hopeful at this time of Gen. Harrison's 
ultimate recovery. The chief danger we 
fear from the illness is an extension of the 
inflammatory process in the left lung. Un- 
less there should be an extension of that 
inflammation, involving the pleurae and 
some of the lobules of the left lung, we 
are hopeful of speedy recovery. 

“At the residence I alternate with Dr. 
Dorsey in close attendance, and two trained 
nurses night and day remain always watch- 
ful for the slightest change. Mrs. Harrison 
spends a large part of the night with the

Alarming Rumors, but the Mexican 
Papers Publish No Authorita- 
tive Information.

AUSTIN, Texas, March 11.—T. H. Wheels, 
an ex-member of the Legislature, who re- 
sides in Mexico, is here on business, and re- 
ceived a letter this morning from the City 
of Mexico.

ADMIRAL SAMPSON REPORTS. 


Does Not Know How His Indorsement 
on Gunner Morgan’s Letter 


Became Public.

NEWPORT, R. I., March*11.—The follow- 
ing is the reply sent by Rear Admiral 
Sampson to Secretary Long in regard to the 
matter of publication of the letter sent by 
Gunner Morgan to the former: 

United States Navy Yard, Boston, Feb. 28. 

Sir: In replying to the Department's letter of 
Feb. 26, I have to state that I did not give 
Gunner Morgan or any one else a copy of my in- 
dorsement, nor did I permit any person to see 
it except those persons employed in the prepara- 
tion of official correspondence in this office. 

After having received my instructions in re- 
gard to the contents of the indorsement, my aid, 
Lieutenant E. L. Bennett, dictated the in- 
dorsement to the second clerk, P. F. Walsh. 
The indorsement was then submitted to me for 
signature and .was then sent with the original 
letter through the mail clerk, Arthur F. Macey, 
to be press copied; the latter then mailed the 
correspondence. This is the usual routige with 
official correspondence of which the indorSement 
under discussion was considered to be a part. 

Both the letter and the indorsement were cop- 
ied in the official press copy book, and in this 
shape were accessible to the above persons 
and Messenger Charles J. Thornton. The only 
ether inmates of this office are Sergt. E. W. 
Thomas, U. S. M. C., and John Johnson, fire- 
man, second class. It would be impossible for 
either of these two to consult the press copy 
book before any of the clerical force arrived in 
the morning. It is unlikely, however, that either 
of these two knew that the letter of indorse- 
ment was in existence. 

All the above-mentioned people have been 
questioned and all deny emphatically that they 
were responsible in any way for the publication 
of the indorsement. I have to add that I am 
in no way responsible for its publication.

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BILLIONS OF GALLONS OF 
WATER RUN T0 WASTE 


Overflow from Croton Reservoir 
After the Storm. 


No Facilities for Storing It—Danger of 
in Manhattan Past—Re- 
lief in Bronx and Brooklyn. 


Famine 


The officials of the Department of Water 
Supply said on Saturday that all five bor- 
oughs of the city were facing a water fam- 
ine. Yesterday Chief Engineer Birdsall 
said that 3,500,000,000 gallons of water—or 
enough to supply the Borough of Man- 
hattan for fourteen days—had run to 
waste over the Croton Dam. 

The quick transit from drought to abune 
dance was caused by what the water of- 
ficials describe as a most peculiar storm. 
Upon the 340 miles of Croton watershed 
there was a dearth of. water on Saturday 
morning. The great storage reservoirs were 
being gradually emptied. Chief Engineer 
Birdsall gloomily declared that sixty hours 
of continuous rain would be needed before 
the danger point was passed. The reason 
for this, he said, was that the ground was 
now soft, and that much of the water from 
a big rainfall would soak into the earth 
and would not reach the watershed 
streams. 

When the storm started on Saturday the 
water officials report that a most unusual 
thing happened. Sleet fell all over the 
Croton watershed, formed a thin coating 
of ice on the soft ground, and then billions 
of gallons of water just slid over the 
ground into the streams and found a free 
course to the reservoirs. The Creton Res- 
ervoir on Saturday was six feet below the 
usual height of water. Yesterday the res- 
ervoir was full, and the water in a great 
flood poured over the dam. New York 
had no storage reservoirs to catch it, and 
so it flowed to waste into the Hudson 
River. 

The superabundance of water, however, 
affords no assurance that the residents of 
the Bronx and Brooklyn have seen the end 
of short rations, the offictals say, for while 
the rainfall has filled up the reservoirs 
which are used to supply Manhattan—in 
which on Saturday there was a sixty-day 


supply—and ended the likelihood of a short- 
age here, it will only bring temporary ree 
lief, unless rainy weather should set in. 


NO MORE RAIN NEEDED. 


“We don't need any more rain,” said 
Chief Engineer Birdsall yesterday. “I 
would prefer a spell of dry weather now. 
The flood has given us all the water we 
want, but there will be complaints from 
all over the city during the next ten days 
about the water being muddy. The people, 
however, can count themselves very lucky. 
Why, on Saturday we were drawing 200,- 
000,000 gallons a day from the storage res- 
ervoirs. Then came the flood which filled 
up the Croton Reservoir, the William's 
Bridge Reservoir, and added millions and 
millions of gallons to our storage supply. 

“If the proper precautions had been 
taken there would have been n@ famine 
scare this Spring. There are over 340 
square miles of land on the Croton water- 
shed, and of this only 118 miles are being 
drained. The city needs additional storage 
eapacity. In 1875 I urged that the new 
Croton Aqueduct be built. I pointed out 
the necessity for the work, and it was not 
until 1883 that we got the needed legisla- 
tion. It was 1890 before we got to work. 
It is possible to get money from the Board 
of Estimate to lay water mains. The Mu- 
nicipal Assembly are also ready to vote 
money for this purpose. When it comes to 
getting money to increase the water sup- 
ply, that is another matter. 

“The City of New York should spend 
$10,000,000 every year for several years on 
its water supply. There should be no de- 
lays such as there have been in the past, 
Many of the bond issues for which this de- 
partment has been fighting before the Mu- 
nicipal Assembly were passed a few months 
ago after many of them had been held up 
from a year to two years. About $4,000,000 


; in bonds has been approved by the Board 


for work to be 
the water supply in 1901. The 
ordinances on these bonds were sent to the 
Municipal Assembly a short time ago. if 
they are passed promptly we can rush the 
work 

“Tf the city will provide additional stor- 
age capacity we will be able to impound 
enough water from the Croton system to 
add to the daily supply 100,000,000 gallons 
aday. That wilt be sufficient for the needs 
of the city for years to come. It will not 
do for the city to stop building when these 
reservoirs are finished. The city is con- 
stantly growing, and the trouble is that 
the population has outgrown our water 
supply system. 

‘The Bronx district needs 10,000,000 gal- 
lons more at once and the upper part of 
Manhattan 5,000,000 gallons. The people of 
the Bronx will not have a plentiful supply 
of water for a few days notwithstanding 
the rainfall. The trouble is that the con- 
duit will only allow a certain capacity, and 
it will take some time to bring down the 
amount of water that is needed. The next 
problem is how much rain we will get be- 
fore August. March and April are used 
for storage months to keep us during the 
and we must have the 
rain to get the supply. I hope that Provi- 
dence and the rest of the folks will help us 
until we can help ourselves.” 

“How atout Brooklyn?” 

“When we get the pumping plants we 
require in that borough, and when the Mill- 
burn conduit is completed, there will be no 
further trouble in that section, for a time 
at least.”’ 


PEOPLE’S.WASTE OF WATER. 


“How about the waste of water?”’ 
was asked. . 

“The people are criminally careless in 
this matter. When a cold spell comes 
faucets are left open, and during the nights, 
when there should be but little water used, 
we find that millions and millions of gallong 
are wasted through taps being left open to 
prevent freezing. {n Brooklyn this trouble 
is a source of great worry to the officials, 
It is a common thing for the people of 
Brooklyn to waste 10,000,000 to 12,000,000 
gallons ot water in one night, and that is a 
serious matter when the supply is run- 


ning short.”’

“We have many complaints. 
they come to us we send men to look into 
the matter. There should be more In- 
spectors in this department to do this work.

There are several points in the lower part 
of the Borough of Manhattan, where the 
janitors of buildings have discovered what 
they claim to be breaks in the water mains. 
In the cellars of the building occupied by 
the Corn Exchange Bank pumps have to be 
kept going. The employes of the building 
claim that a main in the vicinity has 
broken and that they have notified the Wa- 
ter Supply Department several times, but 
no remedies have been taken.

tions which many of the residents of Man- 


hattan are asking. 
“There is plenty of water for New 


York,’’ he began, “‘ for the next fifty years, 
providing the waste is checked. I base my 
opinion principally-upon a comparison with 
Boston, Fall River, and other cities, and 
also on the examinations, measurements, 
and observances which were made by John 
R. Freeman and myself recently. Roughly, 
about 61 per cent. of the water is wasted. 
Of this percentage about one-fifth is wasted 
by private consumers and could be checked 


by the general use of meters, The remain- 


der of nearly 50 per cent. of the entire 
supply to the city is wasted from the street 
mains and the house connections. 

"I mean by the house connections the 
surface pipes which run from the main 
into the cellars of residences. The breaks 
which occur in these surface pipes are 
easily explained. Defects in the joints, 
oftentimes defects in the pipes themstlives, 
are responsible. The manner in which 
they are rendered defective is also easily 
explained. Oftentimes in digging, workmen 
strike them with their picks or other tools, 
and cause a-dent, which finally resuits in 
a break. It often oceurs, too, that lazi- 
ness is responsible for waste of water from 
these surface pipes. Workmen in cutting 
them frequently simply berid the end over, 
especially where they are of lead, instead 
of plugging them: In the course of time, 
aided by an occasional increase of power, 
these bents are turned straight. Then 
comes sometimes that bubbling of water 
to the surface which some deluded persons 
are apt to account for by the claim that 
a new spring has broken out. In most in- 
Stances, however, the water does not rise 
to th. surface. The ground where pipes 
break under the surface is often porous 
#nd the water percolates through into 
sewers. 

“Although I know the idea of placing 
meters in private houses is opposed by 
many perscns, it seems to me to be the 
only solution of avoiding the waste from 
that direction. It has been done in other 
cities with splendid result. In Fall River 
94 per cent. of all the taps are metered. In 
Boston the plan of metéring private houses 
is being rapidly extended. 

“As [ stated in my report to the Mer- 
chants’ Association, I believe that the 
waste of water can be checked through a 
direct system of inspection of water mains, 
surface pipes, an the introduction of 
meters in all buildings in which water is 
used. This can be done at the expense of 
the city, the consumer to be charged for 
the water he uses. Under the Jaw as it ex- 
ists to-day the cost of a meter cannot be 
charged te a consumer untess he is en- 
gaged in some business, and the Water De- 
partment has been unwilling to force the 
city to pay for the meter. The Municipal 
Assembly has the power to prescribe, under 
Section 473 of the charter, that all water 
used shall be paid for by measurement, ir- 
respective of who pays for the méter. Sec- 
tion 475 of the charter authorizes the Water 
Department to place meters in all places 
where water is used for business consump- 
tion, even at the present time, and compels 
the proprietor of the business to pay for 
the meter. -Let the precaution of placing 
meters in private houses once be adopted, 
and the waste from that source is practi- 
cally done away with. 

“But the reduction of waste from old 
mains and surface connections is of more 
importance than the repression of the house 
waste. This can be accomplished only by 
the organization of a Bureau of Waste De- 
tection under a civil*engineer of experience 
in water works management, and the divis- 
fon of the city into districts controlled by 
Venturi meters on the mains, and the keep- 
ing of regular records of the amount of 
water used in each district at stated in- 
tervals of time.” 

JOY IN THE BRONX. 


Faucets in Some Houses Running for 
the First Time Since Christmas. 


For the first time since Christmas, water 
ran from the faucets of many of the flat, 
apartment, and private houses in the Bor-_ 
ough of the Bronx yesterday, and it was 
greeted with joy by the housewives, who 
have been obliged to carry water up 
stairs from the cellars, and in some 
cases depend on wells for their supply, or 
go without it. The rainfall, in fact, was 
considered a godsend, for it not only avert- 
ed an epidemic of disease from the un- 
sanitary condition due to the lack of water, 
but lifted a load of anxiety off the shoul- 
ders of the officers of charitable institu- 
tions who have been using their fire tanks 
to store water. Dr. Wasserman, the Super- 
intendent.of Lebanon Hospital, on West- 
chester. Avenue, stated several days ago 
that he lived in dread of a fire in the in- 
Btitution, for it was necessary to use the 
fife tank on the roof to store what little 
water could be pumped from the mains. 

But now that a little relief has been ob- 
tained the residents of the borough who 
have been urging the authorities to estab- 
lish pumping stations and give them more 
water do not intend to give up the strug- | 
gle, for they say they may be face to face | 
with the same situation two weeks hence, | 
and several meetings at which the water | 
question will be thoroughly discussed have | 
been announced. The fire engines rendered 
helpless for lack of water at the burning 
of the New York, New Haven and Hartford 
Railroad Company's building on Sunday 
night was an object lesson that excited 
alarm throughout the Bronx. } 

The North Side Board of Trade committee | 
which has been investigating the situation 
and gathering facts will hold a meeting 
this evening at the boaré@*rooms, One Hun- 
dred and Forty-ninth Street and Third 
Avenue. Mr. C. D. 
of this committee, when interviewed yester- 
day, said: 

“In my opinion the members of the Mu- 
nicipal Assembly are responsible for the 
trouble we have gone through 
past, more than the Commissioner of Wa- 
ter Supply, and it is upon them that the 
blame should fall. At the present time 
there are no fewer than nineteen bills in 
the Municipal Assembly affecting the 
Bronx Borough water supply. Each and 
every one of these measures has been 
hung up, shelved, or forgotten, and in the 
meantime the people are crying for water. 
The principal opposition to these measures 
and bills seems to come from the Brooklyn 
members of the Assembly. Of course, if 
the Water Commissioner doesn't get the 
money to do the work with and make im- 
provements we can't expect to get relief. 
We do not intend to let this matter drop 
now by any means, and will follow it up 
more closely than ever in order to avert 
another famine. Legal steps will be taken 
if necessary, and the matter will be sifted 
to the bottom.” 

Charles M. Kaeppel, a prominent real es- 
tate man in the Bronx, said last evening: 

“We have about 800 tenants on our 
books, and previous to yesterday's rain 25 
per cent. of them were without water. . 
day I sent a collector around to the houses 
from which I have received the most com- 
plaints, with the result that only about 10 
per cent..are now without water in their 
apartments.”’ 


BROOKLYN’S STRAITS RELIEVED. 


Closing of Bushwick Avenue Main 
Averted—Proposed Wells in 
the Navy Yard. 


Millions of welcome gallons of water 
have poured into the half-empty reser- 
voirs of Brooklyn. Prepared to shut down 
the big Bushwick: Avenue main yesterday 
morning, the local Water Department offi- 
cials found that as the result of the heavy 
rain such a step had become unnecessary. 
When the register was taken the depart- 
ment engineers found that the supply of 
water in storage had beén increased to the 
extent of 24,000,000 gallons. It is believed 
that when the daily register is taken to- 
day it will be found that altogether at 
least 35,000,000 gallons have been added to 
the supply, which yesterday morning 
amounted to about 123,500,000 gallons, as 
against 99,349,000 gallons on Saturday. 

‘The rain care just in time,” said Chief 
Engineer Van Buren of the Water Depart- 
ment. ‘“‘I do not believe that the supply 
on hand could have lasted more than thir- 
ty hours. If we can get alo until April 
and May, when we have almost daily 
showers, the situation will be perce re- 
lieved. That should not interfere, how- 
ever, with securing a permanent supply. 

All of the local water supply officials 
were of the opinion that the danger of ex- 
treme measures to reduce the consumption 
of.water in Brooklyn was passed for the 
time being, although it was still necessary 
that consumers exercise economy in the 
use of water. '

THE RAMAPO REPEAL BILL. 


Morgan Measure Will Have to be Act~ 
ed on in the Senate. 


Special to The New York Times. 


ALBANY. March 11.—It has been decided 
that the Morgan bill, repealing the act of 
1895, which conferred extraordinary powers 
on the Ramapo Water Company, will have 
to pass the Senate before it becomes a law. 
It was thought that the measure of Senator 
Slater, which is an exact duplicate of the 
Morgan bill, and is now in the Assembly 
Cities Committee, would be substituted for 
the Morgan bill so as to obviate the neces- 
sity of a repassage in the Senate. To-night 
Mr. Morgan said: 

“The Slater bill will not be substituted 
for mine. There is some doubt as to the 
validity of the passage of the Slater bill in 
the Senate, because it was not the bill first 
reported out by the Senate Cities Commit- 


tee. Whether this be correct-or not, the 
safest way is the best, and my bill will be 
passed in the Senate."’ 

When the Assembly met to-night, tie 
New_York members were surpriser to find 
the Morgan Ramapo Repeal bill the very 
last bill on an unusually long calendar. 
When the Assembly adjourned, at _ 11 
o'clock, there were three pages of the calen- 
dar to be disposed of before the Ramapo 
bill could be reached. As Mr. Kelsey 
made his motion to adjourn, Mr. atasQeraes 
shouted out, “‘ What about Ramapo?" No 
attention was given to his inquiry. 

Senator Slater said to-night that when 
the Morgan bill came over to the Senate he 
would move to substitute it for his bill, 
which has already passed the Senate.

LITTLE IMMIGRANTS’ MISHAP. 


Rescued in Time from an Involuntary 
Trip to Baltimore Without 
Their Mother. 

Two little German children, borne away 
by mistake on the steamship Hanover of 
the North German Lloyd fleet, were hoisted 
over the side of that vessel at Quarantine 
yesterday afternoon and brought back to 
their mother, who was hysterically lament- 

ing their loss on the company’s pier. 

| The vessel had come from Bremen on the 
previous night, bringing a full complement 
of immigrants bound for this port and 
Baltimore. The mother and her children 
were to be put ashore here, but for some 
reason the little ones, who had been sick 
in the ship’s hospital for a few days, were 
forgotten in the rush and remained in their 
berths wmntil after the Hanover weighed 
anchor and started for Baltimore. 

But after the mother was left on the pier 
she discovered her loss and began to make 
herself heard. The company’s employes at 
the pier quickly learned what was the mat- 
ter and a telephone message was sent to 
Quarantine, asking that the vessel be sig- 

+ naled to stop there and disburden herself of 
the children. This was done, and the tug 
Luckenback brought them back in safety 
to the mother. 

Owing to the broken telephone wires be- 
tween the city and Ellis Island, it was im- 
possible yesterday afternoon to find out 
the names of the mother and children, or 
any further details about the incident. The 
tug officers did not know anything beyond 
what has been told, and Mr. Schwab, agent 
of the steamship line, was equally unin- 
formed.

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WHAT WOULD HELP A 
CONNECTICUT VILLAGE 


Dr. J. L. Gardner Tells of Things 
Which Would Be Beneficial. 


Says Home Industries Should Be Pat- 


ronized, People Should Get Married, 


and Gossip Mongers Be Fined. 


Special to The New York Times. 

CENTRAL VILLAGE, Conn., March 11.— 
In an address before the Lyceum Society 
to-night, Dr, J, L. Gardner discussed the 
needs of the village and what would bene- 
fit it. Although his remarks were pecul- 
iarly applicable to this village, many’ of 
his recommendations could without loss or 
injury be acted upon by other villages 
throughout the country. Dr. Gardner said: 

‘““What would be of greatest benefit to 
Central Village? On this subject many may 
dissent from my views, and prefer to put 
forward original ideas of their own. They 
will have a chance later on, and I hope 
that the i@eas expressed here to-night may 
bear fruit a hundred fold. Mayor Thayer 
some weeks ago, in a message to the Nor- 
wich Common Council, then in session, 
made a statement something on this order: 
That the most growing and prosperous 
portion of the city was in the suburbs, that 
included Yantice Cemetery. Now this was 
rather harsh for the ear of Norwichians 


and grated upon their tympanums to a 
considerable extent. Shall I be accused 
of exaggeration if I remark that Ever- 


green Cemetery has added to its popula- 
tion out of proportion to the birth rate of 
the village here? 

“T am not finding fault, please under- 
stand, with people who die-—after the 
have lived as long as they can—but wis 
to simply remind you of the fact, which is 
pertinent here and now, that the living 
have not done all they could—or under 
other circumstances might—to add to our 
population. While the factory was in 
bloom, additions by immigration were often 
seen, but with the shutting down of the 
wheels and stopping of the machinery the 
exodus witnessed grieved our hearts. 

‘* Have the residents done all they might 
to increase our numbers? On the field be- 
fore us we may note scores of old maids, 
young maidens, and bachelors, also of 
widows and widowers, who might unite in 
marriage relations for their own and the 
public’s good. Even our good parson says 
‘business in the matrimonial line is alto- 
gether too dull.’ A little boom in this line 
would incidentally benefit the whole com- 
munity. Nurses, physicians, the grocer, 
the dairyman, and in fact every branch of 
business would receive an impetus that 
would cause rejoicings. Then, again, to 
think of the amount of blessedness_ that 
would accrue to the couples directly inter- 
ested' ‘The high contracting parties,’ as 
the phrase is. 

‘“* Prof. Thompson, in New York, said in a 
lecture one day: ‘A married man is worth 
twenty single men in any community.’ This 
is no doubt because he has his wife for a 
pilot. Adam never would have amounted to 
a row of pins without Eve, and the Lord 
soon saw it. Eve was necessary to the full 
fruition of Adam’s enjoyment, and for 
the fulfillment of the Lord’s command to 
grow and multiply and replenish the earth. 
Eve, with all her shortcomings, was on a 
par with Adam, If Mark Twain would con- 
struct a monument to Adam, I should like 
to suggest one for Mother Eve. We our- 
selves would never have seen the sunlight 
but for our great-great-grandmother Eve. 

* We have in the burial yard nearby 4 
monument with a ‘fiddle and cow’ en- 
graved on a memorial shaft. For Mother 
Eve I would suggest one with an apple 
tree, hanging full with ripe, golden fruit, 
and a babe in the arms of its mother on 
the obverse. The mother of our race de- 
serves a memorial. We are glad she was 
able to rear Abel. She raised Cain, too, 
and his offspring have been raising Cain 
ever since. But for this I see no reason to 
deprive our early ancestors of a proper 
‘marker.’ Central Village could gain in 
name and fame by purchasing one. 


PLEA FOR HOME MNNDUSTRIES. 


‘“ What else is there to recommend for the 
good of Central Village? A great many 
things would be of benefit. Move your 
town Probate Court to the Town House, 
where it would be accessible to the people, 
alongside the Town Clerk’s office and 


records. Put the records in an absolutely 
fireproof vault. Have a town court to 
hear and determine cases of a criminal na- 
ture and make those trials legal. Do away 


‘with private avarice and egotism as far 


as possible, and let our courts be above 
reproach; up to the standard in other towns 
of 5,000 people. Don't go out of town for 
every shoe string and ribbon you need, or 
fly to Danielson or to Tophet for a phy- 
sician, or lawyer, or grocer, or plumber, or 
minister when you want to get married or 
buried—for there are people in this town 
and this village to attend to just these 
things, and supply needs in this direction. 
Shall I add they are abundantly able to 
satisfy? 

‘*Some people are so set in these mat- 
ters that were they to die to-morrow they 


} would not think they could lie comfortably 


in the coffin, except it were bought of an 
undertaker in Worcester or Boston. Al- 
though it is a grave subject, Tillinghast can 
make you just as comfortable at half the 
price, 

‘* Ex-Gov. Waller some years ago in an 
address given in New London said what 
that town needed then was a few first-class 
funerals. Those alluded to were standing 
in the way of progress and cornered the 
land and every other market, trust like, so 
that no reasonable price could be obtained 
for would-be purchasers. Every town has 
its fossils and antediluvians that impede 
the wheels of progress, but they fall after 
a while and the march of improvement 
goes on. 

‘‘A Board of Trade would not be out of 
place even in a small community where 
there are mill sites and water powers with 
added electrical innovations of power, light, 
and heat. A well-formed board might in- 
duce industrials to locate here. 

“As a health preservative and a sanitary 
measure in general I would speak candidly 
of the necessity for a better system of 
drinking water. There is an awful demand 
for water, especially when the wells run 
dry, and this is evidenced by the thirsty 
individuals who purchase so-called liquor at 
the corner groggeries. Their thirst is ter- 
rific, as I have seen men go repeatedly for 
drinks every thirty minutes, and then, not 
satiated. They became too weak to walk— 
weak physically and still weaker mentally. 
About supplying the demand for water, I 
say emphatical i bore your wells, don’t 
dig them. A well dug was never a success 
until it was filled in with earth and stone, 
and the old oaken bucket is a delusion and 
a snare. The author of the song would be 
lynched now. 

‘Typhoid lurks in wells fed by surface 
water, but never in driven wells of suffi- 
cient depth. The typhoid bacilli are not 
good at sliding down a narrow iron tube, 
but they like to rid&é down and up the 
elevator—the famous old_ bucket, that 
hangs in too many wells. The bucket and 
bucket shop are twin evils. They should 
die together. 


ADVICE TO THE FARMER. 


“For the good of the farmer himself, and 
incidentally for the life of his customers 
who buy milk, I would say keep your 
cows clean and healthy. If you use water, 


do, for heaven's sake, put in a pure liquid, 
undefiled by bacillus of any kind or dirt, 
filth, or anything which in milk breeds 
disease and germinates faster than in any 
other vehicle. Have cans, hands, and pans 
clean, and you and the customer will live 
longer, die happier, and with a clear con- 
science you may pass the portals of St.

KING EDWARD’S ALLOWANCE. 


Intimation by the Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer that the Civil List Is 
to be Raised. 

LONDON, March 12.—In the House of Com- 
mons yesterday Sir Michael Hicks-Beach, 
Chancellor of the Exchequer, when moving 
the appointment of a select committee to 
consider the new civil list, conveyed a hint 
that an increase in the civil list might be 
expected. He said that, while the Govern- 
ment’s proposals would be based on Queen 
Victoria’s civil list, it must be remembered 
that King Edward had a Queen Consort, 
and that he was not only King of the 
United Kingdom, but the head of a world- 
wide empire. 

Sir Michael added that in previous reigns 
Parliament had been asked to pay the debts 
of the sovereign, but no such application 
was ever made by Queen Victoria. The 
country might look forward with confi- 
dence to King Edward, who had for many 
years occupied an exceptional position, in- 
volving exceptional expenditure. His in- 
come, although not large when compared 
with that of some private individuals, had 
sufficed him to perform his duties in a 
mannef which had won the gratitude of 


the country. The proposals would be framed 
_ a spirit of justice to the crown and peo- 


. Redmond, the Irish leader, gave 
notice of his intention to oppose all con- 
sideration of the subject until the Govern- 
ment promised to alter the monarch’s anti- 
Catholic declaration, known as the ‘No 
Popery’’’ oath. However, on.Mr. Balfour's 
announcing that it was proposed to appoint 
& committee to consider the matter, Mr. 
Redmond withdrew his opposition for the 
present. 

The select committee was then appointed. 


THE GERMAN AFRICAN COLONIES. 


Their Administration Attacked in the 
Reichstag by Herr Bebel. 


BERLIN, March 11.—In the Reichstag to- 
day, in a debate on the budget for German 
Bast Africa, Herr Bebel, the Socialist 
leader, made a very severe attack upon 
the administration of the colonies. 

Dr. Stuebel, Secretary of the Colonial Of- 
fice, in a lengthy reply, admitted that 
commercial conditions in the colonies were 
not so good as might be wished, but satd 
this was principaliy due to lack of com- 
munications. The revolts were not due to 
the collection of taxes nor the execution of 
chiefs, which had taken place under cir- 
cumstances admitting of no other course. 
Slavery was no longer legal; the only 
slaves now existing were those born in 
slavery. 

Dr. Stuebel concluded his roy by say- 
ing that Capt. Kannenberg had been con- 
victed of a fatal assault, and had been sen- 
tenced to three years’ imprisonment and 
dismissal from the service. 

Herr Bebel tried to raise the question of 
the commutation of the death sentence of 
Lieut. Prince Prosper von Arenberg for the 
murder of a native in German East Africa 
in 1809, but the President of the House re- 
-fused to allow the question, on the ground 
that the commutation of the penalty was 
a special act of clemency on the part of the 
Emperor, of which he need not give ac- 
count to any one. 

Herr von Volimar (Centrist) urged that 
the immigration of Boers into German 
Southwest Africa should be encouraged as 
much as possible. 

Herr Bebel said the Government had al- 
ready expended a total of 80,000,000 marks 
in East Africa, while German trade with 
that territory had _ steadily declined, 
amounting in 1899 to only one-third of the 
expenditure for the year. 

Prof. Hase (Pan-German) admitted the 
decline of trade with German East Africa. 


Capt. Kannenberg was charged with hav- 
ing committed a number of cruel deeds in 
German East Africa, and arrived in Berlin 
in April, 1900, to be tried by court-martial. 

Originally the sentence imposed upon 
Lieut.

SMALLPOX HOSPITAL - 
RAZED BY A MOB 


Orange Now Without a Refuge 
for Its Patients. 


Three Wundred Men, Armed with 
Hatchets, Make a Second and 
Successful Attempt. 


Special to The New York Times. 


ORANGE, N. J., March 11.—Not discour- 
aged by their failure to destroy the tem- 
porary smallpox hospital in this city, Satur- 
day night, at which time three of their 
number were arrested, a mob, led pre- 
sumably by the same persons, made an- 
other and thoroughly successful attempt to 
destroy the building, this time by chopping 
it down with axes, about 1 o'clock this 
morning, and the building is now a com- 
plete wreck, the loss falling upon the con- 
tractor,. Benjamin Finneran, who had not 
turned over the building to the health au- 
thorities. 

Soon after the attempt to burn the struct- 
ure on Saturday night, the health officials 
made a formal demand that a sufficient 
force of policemen be detailed to patrol the 
vicinity of the building to prevent its de- 
struction. But at the time the mob ap- 
peared, it is said that the only’guards there 
were two men especially employed by the 
Board of Health for the purpose, and it is 
alleged that the only protection afforded 
by the Police Department was to instruct 
the patrolman on regular duty at that point 
to make periodical visits to the spot where 
the building was situated. 

During Sunday, many people were openly 
heard to declare that the building would be 
demolished, and it is alleged by John T. 
Platt, President of the Orange Board of 
Health, that one man went so far as to 
offer to bet with him that the building 
would be a wreck before Monday morning. 
Mr. Platt thereupon made a formal demand 
upon Police Captain Leary for protection, 
and the Captain stated this morning that 
there were eight men at the hospital as 
soon as the trouble began, but they were 
completely overwhelmed by the mob, which 
numbered at least 300 men. 

The whole affair was evidently planned 
with great care and secrecy. The trouble 
occurred soon after the city clock struck 


1. A pistol shot was first fired, and in a 
minute, from the surrounding tenements 
men began to pour out. Every man was 
armed with an axe, or, failing that, a 
crowbar or some efficient instrument of 
destruction, and with a yell er descended 
upon the building. The watchmen were 
soon put to route, but the crowd did not in- 
jure them. The building was completely 
destroyed in a few moments, and the mob 
dispersed as quickly asit had gathered, be- 
fore any one was arrested. There is little 
doubt that arrests will be made before 
ey hours, however. It is said that some 
of the men claim to have been paid $2 
apiece for their services. 

he health officials early announced their 
intention of rebuilding the structure, but 
a contingency has arisen which may de- 
feat their plans. A law passed in 1898 for 
the purpose of preventing Newark from 
building an isolation hospital in Irvington 
provides that no hospital of this nature 
may be erected in any municipality with- 
out the consent of its governing body. This 
places the Orange Board of Health under 
the necessity of applying to the Orange 
Common Council for the required permis- 
sion, and those who are in a position to 
know say that it is extremely doubtful if 
that body will acquiesce in the construc- 
tion of the building. 

At a special meeting of the Board of 
Health this afternoon, Mayor Stetson of 
Orange was requested to call a meeting 
of the Common Council for to-morrow 
night. It is said that the Mayor was asked 
to attend the meeting this afternoon, but 
declined to do so. The work of providin 
for the unfortunate ocple who are ill wit 
the disease in a thickly populated neigh- 
borheod, which may have to be completely 
quarantined meanwhile, is now blocked.

BLOEMFONTEIN, March 10.—It is. im- 
possible not to be struck with the fact that 
a great proportion of the former enemies of 
Great Britain in South Africa now frankly 
throw in their lot with the British.

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Mrs. Blakely Hall Says She Is Sole 
Heir to the Property. 





Frazier Gilman, a Half-Brother of the 
Late Tea Merchant, Begins Suit 
to Protect His Rights. 





Mrs. Blakely Hall came to this city from 
Bridgeport, Conn., yesterday to consult 
with her attorneys about her contest for 
the millions of George Francis Gilman, the 
tea merchant. Frazier Gilman, the oldest 
half-brother of the dead» millionaire, ar- 
rived from Hudson, 8. D:, to see that his 
‘own rights were protected, and instituted 
suit in the Supreme Court for the partition 
of the estate. In the course ‘of the day 
Surrogate Fitzgerald granted papers of ad- 
ministration for the settlement of that part 
Of the Gilman estate in New York City. 

Mrs. Blakely Hall reached New York 
about noon yesterday, she having come di- 
rectly frém Black Rock, the country estate 
of the late tea merchant, near Bridgeport, 
where Mrs. Hall has lived for several 
. years. She went immediately upon her ar- 
j rival to the offices of her attorneys, Hatch 
RE 2s & Wickes, 100 Broadway, where she was 
i, in consultation for five hours. She then re- 
turned to Black Rock. 

In Bridgeport yesterday morning Attor- 
ney Stiles Ju@son, counsel for George W. 
Smith, Gilman's right-hand man and pro- 
spective heir, was reported to have stated 
that a report had come to his ears that 
Mrs. Hall would allege that at one time 
Gilman had adopted a daughter of hers.

In regard to 
her claim in general, she made this state- 
ment: 

“Tl have conclusive evidence in my pos- 
session to prove that I am the sole heir 
to the property of the late George Francis 
Gilman. Others may make claims, but they 
will be proved invalid. I have turned over 
to my lawyers all the papers in the case, 


and they have instructed me to remain 
silent for the present concerning my rights. 
1 shall not. therefore, go into details as to 


the basis for my claim. I cannot say, in 
accordance with the instructions, whether 
the evidence I have is in the form of a 
will, an ante-mortem deed, or a certificate 


of adoption.” 
STILL IN CONTROL AT BLACK ROCK. 


Mrs. Hall said that she was still in con- 
trol of Black Rock, Gilman's old home, and 
that the alleged heirs who were there now 
also were there by sufferance only; they 
were simply her guests, She said she 
would remain at Black Rock. Although her 
actions might seem mysterious now, she 
said, when the action she proposed taking 
was instituted, all would be very plain, and 
it would be evident to every one that she 
was the rea! and only heir to the property. 

“Is it true tnat you were once adopted 
by Mr. Gilman?” Mrs. Hall was asked. 

“I do not care to affirm or deny that 
idea,"’ she replied. 

Mrs. Hall reiterated that she proposed 
to fight her case to the end, and that she 
felt sure of winning everything when her 
case came before the courts. 

Frazier Gilman of South Dakota con- 
ferred with his brother, Theophilus Gil- 
man of Brooklyn, and his lawyer during 


the day. Last night he consented to talk to 
a New York TIMES reporter. This is what 
he said: 


‘“*T want it understod, in the first place, 
that I have not come here for a fight. I 
want to avoid all lawsuits. My father’s 
estate was worth $5,000,000 when he died. 
It took us twenty-eight years to get it set- 
tled.-and when it was settled I got only 
$24,000 from it. In that litigation the law- 
yers got fees amare to fully $1,000,000. 
I expect to see all the heirs, and see if we 
can't all agree. I would be willing to 
agree to almost any, sort of a compromise 


rather than hdave a lawsuit. The estate 
of my brother is ndét worth more than 
33,000,000 at most, probably not over 


2,500,000, and we don't need any lawsuits. 

“ft has been stated that my brother 
and I were enemies. I want to deny this, 
too. It is trne that we had a great many 
rows back’ in the seventies, when fighting 
for my father’s property. He would never 
give me a dollar, except as I got it through 


litigation. He fought to the very last 
ditch. He was often very mean to me. 
“The whole trouble grew out of the 


marriage of my father, Nathaniel Gilman, 
with my mother.. The mother of George 
was dead, and this was my father’s sec- 
ond marriage. There was great jealousy 
of the step-mother on the part of the 
children, although my mother was as good 
a woman as ever breathed, and was just 
as worthy as the mother of George Francis 
Gilman. But this all led to a bitter feud 
extending over many years. 

‘At last, however, in the year 1881. the 
matter was all settled. Since then I have 
seen George once or twice, and he knew 
that I would not harm him. I staid at the 
same hotel at Saratoga with him about 
twelve years ago. We have not been 
friends, it is true, but he has given me 
some money. I have drawn upon him, and 
‘“e has always answered the drafts. He 
kas wanted to give me money many times, 
But I would not accept it. 

““Once he wanted to let me have some 
money, and in return for it I insisted that 
he should accept a mortgage upon the old 
family home at 265 Clinton Street. Brook- 
lyn. which I own. I also own all the fam- 
fly heirlooms, amounting to about $20,000 in 
vhlue., George was always-willing to give 
these fo me, but he would never part with 
money.” 

Mr. Gilman said that he also owned the 
old family estate at Waterville, Me.. where 
his late brother was-born. Asked what his 
course of procedure was to be, Mr. Gilman 
Said: 

‘“*T am going to do nothing excent protect 
mv rights.

Many 
of the heirs at law are not inclined to be 
overlenient with Mrs. Hall, and it was 
agreed that action would be taken to force 
her out of the house, but I do not think any 
such action will be taken, for the reason 
that by the time the papers are drawn up 
and action started a legal administrator 
will be appointed.” 

“What is George W. Smith's position? ”’ 
was asked.

SUCCESSION TAX ON THE ESTATE. 


State of Connecticut May Be Able to 


Collect $600,000. 

BRIDGEPORT, Conn., March 11,—Judge 
Nobbs to-night, under the seal of the Pro- 
bate Court, sent to the Secretary of State 
for Connecticut an opinion in which the 
proposition was made that the estate of 
George F. Gilman comes under the “ col- 
lateral’ clause of the State succession tax. 


This means that on the supposition that 
the deceased died intestate, heirs of lineal 
descent would have to pay to the State 
1% per cent. of their inheritance and heirs 
whose descent was not direct would have 
to pav 3 per cent. 

At the latter percentage, estimating the 
Gilman estate at $20,000,000, the commonly 
accepted figure, this tax, if levied, will net 


to the State of Connecticut some $600,000.

UTAH GETS POLYGAMY LAW. 





Charged by Reform Association with | Measure Rendering Prosecution Prac- 


Creating Offices for Relatives 
and Favorites. 
Special to The New York Times. 

INDIANAPOLIS, March 11.—The report 
of the special committee appointed by the 
President of the Indiana Civil Service Re- 
form Association to examine and report 
upon the facts concerning the filling of 
certain positions in the Indianapolis Post 
Office has been handed down. The report 
was based on the charge made by Indianap- 
olis newspapers that the positions of au- 
ditor, cashier, and bookkeeper in the In- 
dianapolis Post Office were filled by the ap- 
pointments of favorites of the United 
States Senators from Indiana and the Rep- 
resentative from the Seventh Indiana Dis- 
trict. It was further charged that these 
positions were created for the friends of the 
Senators and the Representative, and in ad- 
dition that a private secretary was appoint- 
ed for the Postmaster, though there was no 


need of such an officer nor had the Post- 
master asked for a private secretary.

Joseph E. Haskell was appointed as Auditor 
by request of Representative Overstreet, about 
two years ago, without request from Postmaster 
Hess for such an employe.

So far as known, he had no experience as audit- 
or, and his work in that capacity occupies not 
more than one-sixth of his time. Five’ days in 
the week, four and one-half hours a day, he does 
work belonging to employes in the classified ser- 
vice, This appointment was made to reward 
i party and personal service. 

George J. Langsdate, the father-in-law of 
Senator Beveridge, was appointed to the postal 
service in Porto Rico on April 15, 1899, without 














examination, on the ‘‘temporary’’ plan. He 
Was transferred to a. clerkship in the Money 
Order Bureau at the New York Post Office on 


July 2, 1900. He was placed in the New York 

office and in the classified service without ex- 

amination. In New York he received a salary of

there is no work for him to do. He is sixty-two 
years old and in poor health. 

Charles N. Elliott, Secretary of the Republican 
County Committee and an active political work- 
er, reported tor duty on or about Feb. 10, 1901, 
as the Postmaster's private secretary. The place 

! in this office was created, and the appointment 
made, at the request of Senator Beveridge. Mr. 

Elliott, much to his credit, declined to take the 

place when informed at the office that there 

was no need of sueh an employe. 

Subsequent to the above report made by 
the special committee to the association, 
Lucius B. Swift, President of the associa- 
tion, addressed a letter to President Mc- 
Kinley, under date of March 4. The letter 
includes eight points which are brought 
to the attention of the Chief Executive. 

| The conclusions arrived at by the associa- 
tion are that, in the interest of fairness and 
the civil service, the positions in the Post 
Office should have been left open to some 
of the 200 employes of the Post Office, a 
good percentage of whom would have been 
able to fill the positions in question; also, 
that the manner in which the appointments 
were made could not fail to work harm in- 
stead of good to the service. The necessity 
for the appointment of the cashier in ques- 
tion, the letter says, is extremely doubtful, 
and it mentions that there were no duties 
whatever for the {wo private secretaries ap- 
pointed at $1,200 each. 

Bearing on the question of the appoint- 
ment. of the Senator's father-in-law to of- 
fice, the letter states as follows: 

For a Senator to have his father-in-law, sixty- 
two years of age and in bad health, appointed, 
without competition, to a place in the postal 
service in Porto Rico, and then have him trans- 
ferred to New York, and then to this Post Office 
@e a member of the classified service, is a ma- 
noeuvre to undermine the civil service law and 
it is helping to load the service with useless 
timber, and it should everywhere arouse indig- 
nation, 

The letter then states that the appoint- 
ment by Senators and Representatices of 
men is generally ‘ selfish, misleading, un- 
reliable, and vicious,” and that it usurps 
the duties of the Chief Executive, who, as 
chief of the civil service, is sworn to make 
the appointments. The letter concludes 
with the advice that the power to cut off 
Senators and Representatives from med- 
dling with the civil service is in the hands 
of the President, and if he fails to exercise 
that power he fails in the duties which the 
Constitution requires him to perform. 


COAL DISPUTE NOT SETTLED. 


Miners Not Satisfied “with Increased 
Wages Will Hold Out for Recog- 


nition of the Union. 
Special to The New York Times. 
WILKESBARRE, Penn., March 11.—It 
looks very much to-night as if the coal 
operators and the United Mine Workers 
will clash, and that there will be a fight 
for the recognition of the union. President 
Mitchell, the leaders of this district, and 
about three hundred delegates left here 


early this evening for Hazleton, and several 
of them admitted before leaving that they 
had been instructed by the miners to ad- 
vocate a resolution asking the operators 
to recognize the union, and to make a de- 
termined effort to carry it. 

While Mitchell and the other officers 
do not commit themselves, they are far 
from satisfied with the offer made by the 
operators, and it is believed from what they 
have said that they will favor a fight for 
recognition. This they consider even more 
important than an increase in wages, 

A number of operators were asked to-day 
what they would do if the union demanded 
recognition, an@ they are unanimous in say- 
ing that there*™are two demands which, if 
insisted upon by the union, will cause a 
strike. These are a request for an increase 
in wages and for recognition. The first they 
say they cannot afford to grant, and the 
latter they will not grant, because it would 
be a one-sided contract, as they cannot rely 
upon the union to keep its compact. It is, 
they say, not incorporated, and has no 
standing in law, and there is no way of get- 
ting at it in the event of a breach of con- 
tract. 

Both operators and the union officials, 
however, say to-day they do not expect a 
strike, and are confident that there will be 
an amicable agreement. The operators, 
however, are not going to attend the joint 
convention on Friday, and will not discuss 








any grievances with the union.

PITTSBURG, March 11.—Private advices

PITTSBURG, March 11.—A coal contract 
worth upward of $2,000,000, to be fulfilled 
in ease of wage trouble in the anthracite 
fields next month, was closed here to-day 
at the Duquesne Hotel. The coal is to go 
| to supply Eastern markets of the anthra- 

cite colliers from the mines of the new 
combination of the operators of the Kan- 
awha and New River districts of West 
Virginia. 

Arrangements were closed for the product 
of these mines chiefly because they, in 
their present unorganized condition, are 
secure from the interference by the miners’ 
organization. The same factor contributed 
to make the deal possible. as providing a 
cheaper product, freight added, than from 
Pittsburg and other competing fields. 

Terms of the option taken provide for de- 
livery as called for after April 1 at the rate 
of ™O cars a day for a period of thirty 
days. 








The Jupiter Sighted. 
LONDON, March 11.—The Italian steamer 
Jupiter, (Capt. Zenaro, from Girgenti Jan. 
15 for Philadelphia,) before reported adrift, 
was spoken on Feb. 26 in latitude 36, longi- 
tude 44, with three men on board, by the 
French steamer St. Simon, (Capt. Mourand, 
from Haiti Jan. 15 for Havre.) The St. Si- 
mon unsuccessfully attempted to tow the 
Jupiter. 


The Jupiter, which had run out of coal 
and provisions, was abandoned by her crew, 
excepting the Captain and two of his offi- 
cers, who refused to leave the vessel, on 
Feb. 13, in latitude 33.10, longitude 48.09. 
The steamer Citta di Messina, which 
brought the crew to New York and had at- 
tempted to tow the Jupiter, left provisions 
for the three men who remained oa board,

tically Impossible Has Passed 
Both Houses. 

SALT LAKE, Utah, March 11.—To-day, 
three days before the Legislature comes to 
a close, the House, by a vote of 25 to 17, 
and after an exciting debate, passed the 
Evans Senate bill amending that portion of 
the Revised Statutes of Utah relating to 
prosecutions for adultery. Having passed 
the Senate last week by a vote of 11 to 7, 
the document now goes to the Governor for 
signature. 

This bill, which was introduced by Sen- 
ator A. J. Evans, has caused more discus- 
sion and more feeling than any measure in- 
troduced at the present session. Its text is 
as follows: 

Every person who has reason to believe that a 
crime or public offense has been committed may 
make complaint against such person before some 
Magistrate having authority to make inquiry of 
same, providing that no prosecution for adultery 
shall be commenced except on complaint of the 
husband or wife or relative of the accused within 
the first degree of consanguinity, or of the per- 
son with whom the unlawful act is alleged to 
have been committed, or of the father or mother 
of said person, and no prosecution for unlawful 
cohabitation shall be commenced except on com- 
plaint of the wife or alleged plural wife of the 
accused; but this provision shall not apply to 
prosecutions under Section 4,208 of the Revised 
Statutes, 1898 defining and punishing polyga- 
mous marriages, 

In answer to a request for a statement 
as to the object of the bill, Senator Evans, 
its author, furnished the following: 

‘*My object in presenting the bill was 
two-fold. In the first place it was intended 
to keep down public agitation by taking 
away from some certain agitators the op- 
portunity to arouse periodic furors against 
the Mormons, directly and _ indirectly 
against the State of Utah, and for that rea- 
son its primary purpose was for the good 
of the State. L-believe that a general act 
upon our statute books in conformity with 
the laws of Michigan, Minnesota, Iowa, 
Oregon, and North Dakota, and even more 
than liberal laws, would create much less 
agitation throughout the country than the 
practice which has heretofore been resorted 
to of arresting every few weeks some Mor- 
mon on a charge of unlawful cohabitation, 
and having the arrest announced in flam- 
ing headlines by all the newspapers 
throughout the country which can bé in- 
duced to take up an anti-Mormon crusade. 
Everybody knows that these arrests have 
been made for political and religious pur- 
poses, and not with any patriotic desire to 
enforce the law. 

‘Within the last ten years much more 
than half of these persons involved in 
polygamous relations have passed away 
by death or those relations have been oth- 
erwise dissolved. Most of those remaining 
are advanced in years and no good or hon- 
orable purpose can be subserved by prose- 
cuting the few remaining polygamists. To 
use a metaphor, we are between the devil 
and the deep sea, and the bill is intended 
to relieve the State of a condition of affairs 
more harmfyl, in my opinion, than this bill 
could possibly be.”’ 

Representative W. G. Van Horne of Salt 
Lake, who made an impassioned speech 
against the passage of the bill in the 
House, to-day furnished the following 
statement: 

“The first object of the bill is indubitably 
to prevent prosecution of those maintain- 
ing polygamous relations long since ton- 
tracted. The effect, however, pene 
will be to have adopted a Constitutional 
amendment giving power to Congress to 
legislate against polygamy and unlawful 
cohabitation. There .would thus be a re- 
turn to conditions prevailing during the 
aggressive prosecutions under the Ed- 
munds-Tucker law, when hundreds of 
prominent Mormons were imprisoned for 
their polygamous practices and numberless 
others were in hiding or out of Utah to 
avoid arrest. 

‘*I opposed the bill in all’ friendship for 
the law-abiding people of Utah and with 

ity for the suffering that those not strict- 
y a uonens will bring upon themselves. 
It is distinctly a step backward, and can 
bring naught but misery.”

Wadsworth, South 
Beach, Concord, and Grassmere have al- 
ways had a full supply. We wish we were 
in a position to pipe some across the bay 
to Manhattan.

Buried Under Debris. 





EIGHT BODIES ARE RECOVERED 





With More in the Ruins, Police and 
BS, Fire Departments Dispute as to 
Which Shall Make the Search. 





. CHICAGO, March 11.—By the explosion

The cause of the explosion has not been 
determined with accuracy as yet, and it 
will probably require an official investiga- 

’ tion to settle the matter. It is knowry that 

, the boiler was old, a second-hand affair, 

and there is_no record in the office of the 

P City Boiler Inspector of any inspection hav- 
ts ing been made within the last year. Pend- 
/ ing the verdict of the Coroner's jury, A. L. 

Doremus, the proprietor of the laundry, is 
held in eustody by the police, and it is th: 
intention of the authorities to institute 
criminal proceedings against him should the 
facts brought out at the investigation war- 
rant such proceedings. 

Reports of the number of dead in the 
fuins run all the way from six to twenty. 
It is known that thirty-six employes of the 

‘ laundry had entered the place before the 

explosion occurred, because the automatic 
timekeeper found in the ruins, and whieh 
was not damaged, showed that number of 
registered arrivals. Two or three were en- 
tering at the moment of the explosion, mak- 
ing an approximate total of forty employes 
in and around thé building. The lst of in- 
jured includes, however, several people re- 
siding in the adjoining buildings, nearly all 
of which were badly damaged. 

The most conservative estimate by the 
police concedes that at legst three persons, 
dead or alive, are still in ihe ruins; yet the 
search for bodies in the ruins came to a 
sudden end early. in the afternoon and the 
work of rescue was entirely abandoned. 
The cause of the cessation’ of the search 
was a dispute between the firemen and po- 
liee as to who was responsible for the re- 
covery of any bodies which might be be- 
neath the débris. The firemen said they 
had performed their whole duty, and, gath- 
ering up their hog, they retired from the 
scene.’ The police said it was not their work 
to dig for bodies, and nobody else volun- 
teered to do the work. 

The trouble was brought to the attention 
of Police Inspector Shea, in whose district 
the accident occurred, and he held that the 
search properly belonged to the Fire De- 
partment 

“Who ever heard of the police digging 
for bodies or performing the work of a 
wrecking crew?” asked the Inspector. ‘I 
never did, and I say that work does not 
belong to the Police Department. The 
firemen are the proper ones in my estima- 

; tion to perform that Work. At least they 
have done so in the past. The work of dig- 
ging for bodies was carried on by the fire- 

} men in the morning, and the police then 
performed their duty by removing the dead 
and injured. I fail to see how the duties 
of either the Police or Fire Department 
change in the afternoon.” 

Chief Sweeney of the Fire Department 
said there was no friction between his de- 
partment and the Police Department. He 
admitted that the firemet had abandoned 
the search for bodies and said: 

“The understanding of the Fire Depart- 
ment is that all the injured and dead have 
been recovered from the ruins. The fire 
which burned there was entirely extin- 
suished} and with the recovery of all dead 

odies and injured persons our work ceased 
and the firemen withdrew. My men did 
not desert the scene until they had been 
informed that there was nothing else for 
them to do.”’ 

Both the police 'and firemen remained 
" firm and refused te continue to search for 

bodies. While the firemen maintained that 
all the bodies had been recovered, the po- 
lice asserted that this fact had not been 
established, and Police Lieutenant O’Hara 

, Said that the general undereene, was 
that more bodies were in the ruins. While 
the firemen and police were arguing and 
explaining their respective™sides in the 
matter, the City Building Department 
stepped in. 

Building Inspector Kiolbassa sent a depu- 
ty to the scene of the catastrophe, and a 
notice was sent to Jackson Brothers, 
agents for the property, to immediately be- 

, gin the work ot pulling down the walls and 

elearing away the débris. Jackson Brothers 
were given two hours to comply with the 

. order, their failure to do so to result in 

the Building Department performing the 
task. The real estate firm soon had a num- 
ber of wreckers at the ruins, and the work 
of ne down the walls was immediately 
begun. his operation made it impossible 
to continue the search for bodies, but the 
“work may be continued to-morrow. 

While the police and fire departments 
were arguing another clash occurred at the 
County Morgue. Capt. John Rehm of the 
Desplaines Street Police Station asked 
Deputy Coroner Buckley to hold Mr. Dore- 
mus in bonds until after the inquest has 
been held. The Deputy Coroner, however, 
refused to comply with the request. He re- 
wy that it was “up to” the police to 

old Doremus if they so desired, but that 
the Coroner's office would not interfere. 
The Captain argued the matter, but in vain. 
The controversy resulted in the police de- 
claring they would keep Doremus under 
surveillance until the inquest. 

The building in which the explosion oc- 
curred was known as the old Waverly The- 
atre, and was built in 1877. Subsequently 
it was remodeled, and the rear used by the 
Doremus laundry. The part of the audito- 
rium running toward Throop Street was 
used by the Volunteers of America, while 
the small stores built*out from the wings 
of the auditorium and facing on Madison 
Street were rented to shopkeepers. One of 
the stores was used as the office of the Do- 
remus laundry, and through this access was 
had to the laundry. Directly back of the 
office and in the southwest corner of the 
building the boiler room was situated. The 

| explosion lifted half of the roof of the im- 
mense building many feet in the air. it 
fell back into the ruins of the building, 

f carrying with it the portion of the brick 

walls that had not been blown outward, 
and burying the unfortunate employes un- 
der tons of débris, 

The wreckage near the boiler and im the 
east part of the building at once took fire, 
and the Fire Department, aithough at work 
five minutés after the explosion, had some 

\ difficulty in extinguishing the flames. 
Through the blinding clouds of dust and es- 
caping steam could be seen struggling men 
and women, some of them half buried in 
wreckage. The work of rescue began at 
once. Here and there were found dead 
bodies, generally those of women, and in 
two instances so frightfully mangled that 

. baskets were used by firemen to carry them 

out. 

Most of the dead were found in the east 
end of the building, where’ the fire was hot- 
test. Pinioned down under tons of heavy 
timbers, crushed and mangled almost be- 
evond identification, and in one or two in- 
stances half cooked, were found five of the 
dead. The wreckage at this point*was so 
massed the firemen had great difficulty in 
working. 

All of the dozen or more little stores at- 
tached to the Waverly Theatre and facing 
on Madison Street were wrecked by the ex- 

losion. In a restaurant owned by Peter 
Dean, one of the fatalities. isysupposed to 
have oecurred. The rear of thé restaurant 
was almost opposite the boiler. Mr. Dean, 
his wife, and two boys were eating at the 
time of the explosion, which blew in the 

J wear wall of the little establishment, bury- 

ing the Dean family. All were extricated 

f except William, a ten-year-old boy, who 

has not yet been found, and who is believed 
to be buried in the ruins. 

The cause of the explosion is a mystery, 
and as the engineer was killed it may never 
be known. ’

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PORTO RICANS PROTEST. ° 
Commissioners See the President and 
Present Arguments Against the 
Hollander Tax Bill. 

WASHINGTON, March 11.—The Presi- 
dent this morning granted a special au- 
dience to Wenceslay Borda, Jr., gnd Vicente 
Balbas, members of the Porto Rican Com- 
missiofi which was appointed at a mass 
meeting of the citizens of the island, held 
at San Juan Feb. 2, to protest against the 
law enacted by the Legislature known as 
the Hollander bill. This measure provides 
for the raising of revenue by property and 
excise taxes. Messrs. Borda and Balbas 
were accompanied by Freeman Halstead, 
the Secretary of the commissiqn, Mr. Pedro 
Salazar, the third Commissioner, being de- 
tained in New York. The Commissioners 
presented a formal protest, which enumer- 
ated a series of eighteen objections to the 
law. 

It is contended that there exists to-day 
in Porto Rico three taxes levied and col- 
lected for the same purpose, “from the 
impoverished pockets of the people’’; the 
new excise taxes under the Hollander law, 
the old insular and municipal taxes, and 
the customs duties under the Porto Rican 
Civil Government act. Any of these, it is 
held, is sufficient to cover the budget. 

Under the bill, $500,000 or more will be 
collected semi-annually in advance, there- 
by, the protest says, lessening the money 
in circulation (of which there is less than 
$2,000,000) and producing a state of im- 
poverishment and business stagnation, as 
the taxes are collected by summary process. 
It is asgerted that the measure is both an 
income and property tax law; that two of 
the principal industries of the island (rum 
and tobacco) are taxed so heavily under it 
that their production under present condi- 
tions is practically prohibited; that the only 
standard of valuation of property will be 
the personal opinion of the assessors, and 
as tpey may be appointed by political favor 
there is a danger of injustice to a large 
section of the community from excessive 
valuations. 

In view of the fact that no» municipal 
budgets have been prepared, and no relia- 
ble estimate of the value of the taxable 
property of the island: made, the great 
mass of the property owners believe, it is 
said, that the interests of the island will 
be best conserved by a continuance under 
the present Foraker law, which has worked 
well to the present time. 

The people of Porto Rico, the protest sets 
forth, are ready and willing to meet all 
taxes necessary for the maintenance of or- 
der, justice, and good government, but they 
strenuously object to a tax law, the amount 
of which is uncertain, since no valuation 


of property has ever been made in the isl- 
and, and which has been imposed upon 
them without due regard to the actual con- 
ditions of the country and the necessities of 
the taxpayers, and in a manner which se- 
verely oppresses the wealthy. producers of 
Porto Rico at a time when the island has 
not yet recovered from the ruinous. effect 
of the recent hurricane and from the 40 per 
cent. reduction of its circulating medium 
by the exchange of the provinelal money 
for the United States currency, still fur- 
ther reduced by the excess of imports over 
exports. 

The Commissioners ask the President to 
direct Gov. Allen to call a special session 
of the Legislature to amend the law in a 
manner which will relieve the people of the 
burdens complained of, and to direct the 
Governor to exercise care in the appoint- 
ment of the assessors. They also presented 
a petition of bankers, merchants, and other 
business men of New York and Philadel- 
phia, praying that the protest be given due 
consideration. 

The President gave the committee nearly 
an hour, and listened with interest to the 
statements made. He said that he did not 
feel like exercising his authority for call- 
ing an extra session of the House of Dele- 
gates, but would Tecommend that the Ex- 
ecutive Council use the utmost ey in 
enforcing the provisions of the tax law 
The members of the commission hope to see 
the President again in the near future. 


FILIPINOS BURIED ALIVE. 


Members of Native Secret Society in 
Two Months Killed Forty-nine Men 
Who Favored American Rule. 
MANILA, March 11.—The trial of the 
nine natives charged with having murdered 
Quisimbing, Presidente of Calamba, be- 
cause he was friendly to the Americans, 
discloses how the instirgents terrorized the 
natives, even in territory occupied by the 
Americans. 
Members of 4 secret society, known as 
Mandoducats, systematically abducted and 


killed Filipinos favoring Ametican rule. In 
two months the Calamba Mandoducats 
killed forty-nine natives. The victims were 
usually buried alive. Fear kept the people 
silent. One of Gen. Cailles’s officers or- 
ganized and-directed the operations of the 





Mando@gdpeats in Calamba,_ Binang, and 
other toWns in the Laguna Province. The 
ringleaders were arrested and tried, and 


many suspects were held pending an in- 
vestigation. The arrests effectually check- 
ed the operations of the Mandoducats. The 
verdict of the Military Commission which 
is trying the cases has not beén announced.

NO BERTHS FOR CIVILIANS. 


Secretary Root Will Appoint Only Vol- 
unteer Officers to the New 
Staff Positions. 

Special to The New York Times. 


WASHINGTON, March 11.—Secretary 
Root to-day began to carry out his pet 
project of detailing line officers to the 
Quartermaster’s Department. The first of- 
ficer to be thus selected was Capt. Jacques 
De L. Lafitte of the Eighth Infantry. This 
is under the provisions of the new army 
law. All vacancies created by the law 
must be filled by appointment, but vacan- 
cies occurring in the ordinary course can 
be filled by detail, and Mr. Root is thus 
enabled to partially carry out his plan of 
recruiting the staff from the line. 

As to the new appointménts Mr. Root in- 
tends to fill them from the volunteers. He 
construes the law to make it obligatory 
upon him to appoint volunteer officers to 
the new staff positions, instead of appoint- 
ing civilians. There is considerable in the 
way of good legal opinion against this, but 
Mr. Root is firm in his construction of the 
law, and as he has the disposition of the 
matter in his hands, the opinions which the 
Civilian candidates have mustered will not 
have much weight. 

This decision will have a saddening ef- 
fect upon several thousand civilians who 
have applied for the positions created. The 
immense batches of applications which Sec- 
retary Root has received will not be ex- 
amined, although a large proportion of 
them have been indorsed by Congressmen.

WORK OF THE PRESBYTERY. 


Action on Overtures of the General As- 
sembly — Warm Discussion Over 
Franchise Restriction. 


The Presbytery of New York at its meet- 
ing yesterday took up and decided three 
important overtures of the General Assem- 
bly which the local body had not hitherto 
passed upon. 

The overture providing that no candidate 
should receive a license to preach until he 
had been under the care of the Presbytery 
for at least one year, except by consent of 
three-fourths of the members, was voted 
down, although recommended by the eom- 
mittee having these overtures under con- 
sideration. + 

The overture on the supply of vacant 
churches was accepted. This provides that 
every Presbytery shall arrange for the sup- 
ply of the vacant pulpits within its boun- 
daries, and:that when the pulpit of any 
congregation has been vacant for more 
than a year the appointment of ministers 
for the pulpit shall be madae by the Pres- 
bytery and shall so continue until a pastor 
has been elected by the congregation. 

The warmest discussion of the day was 
over the overture for the purpose of re- 
stricting the votes of the Presbytery to 
elders and those ministers only who are 
actively connected with some church, thus 
excluding from the privilege of voting 
theological professors, retired ministers, 
and evangelists. This proposition was fin- 
ally decided in the negative. 

The committee appointed to look into the 
question of organizing a Hungarian Church 
reported adversely. Its recommendations 
were adopted. 


MAY HAVE BEEN MURDERED. 





Camden’s Coroner Investigates Case of 
Woman Found Dead in Creek. 
CAMDEN, N. J., March 11.—Coroner 
Bushey is investigating the story that has 
just been made public .relative to a body 
found in Big Timber Creek. The body of a 
woman was found in the creek two weeks 
ago. One arm was missing, but it was 
thought that it might have been cut off by 
the heavy ice in the creek. It was believed 
the woman, had committed suicide or had 
fallen into the creek accidentally, and no 
suspicion of foul play was entertained. 
Now two boatmen, John Cox and John 
Cummings, have told the police a story that 
may possibly lead to the discovery of a 

murder. 

The boatmen say that on the night of 
Dec. 15, while they were waiting for the 
turn of the tide, two men drove on to the 
Westville bridge in a wagon. The men 
stopped their horse, and then, the boatmen 
say, they appeared to be moving something 
in the wagon. A moment afterward there 
was a heavy splash in the water. The 
strangers then drove hurriedly back in the 
direction of Gloucester. 

Daniel Lynch, a toll-gate keeper, remem- 
bers having been awakened one night the 
middle of December by two men in a cov- 
ered wagon who were driving in the direc- 
tion of Big Timber Creek. Later the men 
drove back toward Gloucester at a furious 
rate. 

The woman was about forty-five years 
old and her right arm was cut off about 
four or five inches below the shoulder. She 
had mixed gray hair, was dressed in black, 
and wore a nubia on her head. She had no 
upper teeth, 


CALIFORNIA AND THE PLAGUE. 


No Occasion for Alarm, the Treasury 
Department Announces. : 
WASHINGTON, March 11.—In view of 
the persistent publication of the report 
that bubonic plague existed in San Fran- 
cisco, the Treasury Department some weeks 
ago appointed a commission of experts to 
examine into and report upon the situation 
there. That report has been received at 
the Treasury Department, but the authori- 
ties are not disposed to make it public at 
this time. Assistant Secretary Spaulding, 
however, gave out a statement as follows: 
‘““The published reports of the existence 
of bubonic plague in San Francisco should 
excite no alarm there or in the country at 
large. The plague is not epidemic there, 


and I do not believe it will be. I would 
feel as safe living in San Francisco as in 


Washington. The traveling and business 
public can communicate as safely with 
San Francisco to-day as a The

Treasury Department is fully advised of 
the situation, and speaks with confidence 
in denying that any occasion for alarm ex- 
ists on account of health conditions in 
San Francisco.”

Insurance and Savings Banks 
Measures Advanced. 





Mr. Frisbie, the Democratic Leader in 
the Assembly, Announces He 
Will Vote for Them.

ALBANY, March 11.—In the Assembly to- 
night, when the bills taxing insurance com- 
panies and savings banks were reached on 
second reading, Mr. Fitzgerald objected and 
asked that they go over until to-morrow 
morning, as they would give rise to pro- 
tracted debate. Mr. Sullivan of New York 
Suggested that they be made a special order 
for to-morrow morning. 

Mr. Kelsey moved that the bills be made 
the special order on second and third read- 
ings for Tuesday morning. 

Mr. Fitzgerald was not willing that the 
bills should take this course. They were 
very important measures and hasty action 
should not be taken as regards their final 


passage. Mr. Kelsey still insisting that the 
bills should be made a special order on 
second and third readings, it was so or- 
dered. 


During the debate the Democratic leader 
in the Assembly, Mr. Frisbie of Schoharie, 
created something of a stir by announcing 


his intertion of voting for the bills. He 
said, in part: 
“We are confronted by the astonishing 


fact that during the past two Republican 
Administrations the expenses of the State 
Government have increased until now they 
are almost double what they» were under 
Democratic rule. The increased expendi- 
tures of the State Government have meant 
an increased burden on real estate. 

“The burden of taxation which 
tate in this State now bears is onerous. 
There ought to be relief. There are only 
two ways of obtaining relief. One is to re- 
turn to the economy which prevailed un- 
der the Hill and Flower administrations, 
and the other is to shift some of the burden 
now borne by real estate to personalty. 

*“*I would very much prefer the adoption 
of the former method, but since’ there 
seems to be no hope in that direction, the 
State Government having again been com- 
mitted to Republicam hands, I will accept 
the opportunity of relief offered in these 
bills by placing a tax upon the surplus and 
undivided profits of some of the State's 
great corporations, which can more easily 
and more justly than real estate bear the 
burden of our increasing extravagance.”’ 

While Mr. Frisbie announced ‘that he 
spoke only for himseif, the Republicans 
listened to him with great attention, being 
under the impression that on accounf of 
his position as leader he would carry other 
Democrats with him in his support of the 
Governor's tax bills. 

Inquiry among some of the New York 
leaders on the minority side did not de- 
velop that any of the New Yorkers would 
side with Mr. Frisbie. They explained that 
Mr. Frisbie represented a farmers’ section 
and was obliged to give his support to the 
tax bills because of the relief from State 
taxation which they will afford the farm- 
ers, That Mr. Frisbie felt himself com- 

elled to take a different position on the 

ills from that taken by his party in the 

Senate and that advocated by the majority 
of his Democratic colleagues in the As- 
sembly is considered as the strongest in- 
dication yet given of the strength of the 
tax bills with the farming class. 


TAX ON PRIVATE BANKERS. 


Bill Introduced by Senator Krum Pro- 
vides for Levy of One Per Cent. 
on Capital and Surplus. 


ALBANY, 11.—Senator Hobart 
Krum to-night added another bill to the 
rapidly increasing list of tax measures. 
This time it is a bill to tax private bankers 
1 per cent. on their capital stock and sur- 
plus. Up to now the private banker has es- 
caped the tax avalanche that has carried 
everything else in its path. 

Senator Krum believes that the private 
banking business is as remunerative as any 
other class, and that it should be made to 
bear its burden of taxation. With the pas- 
Sage of the savings banks, insurance and 
trust companies, and private banking tax 
bills, not only will the direct State tax be 
abolished, but there will be a surplus. 

The new bill provides that the amount to 
be taxed is to be based on the capital and 
surplus for the year ended the preceding 
October. Every person or firm other than 
National or State savings banks, doing 
business where credits are opened by the 
depositor or fgr the collection of money 
or currency subject to be paid or remitted 
on draft, check, or order, or where money 
is advanced or loaned on stocks, bonds, 
bullion, bills of exchange, or promissory 
notes are received for discount or sale, 
is considered a private banker under the act. 

All private bankers paying such tax are 
exempted from all taxation for State and 
local purposes upon all personal property 
whatsoever, the value of which is included 
fn the value of his capital and surplus, the 
tax upon which has been paid. Trust funds 
held by a private banker shall not be ex- 
empt from State or local taxation.

CHARTER REVISION HEARINGS. 


Assemblyman Kelsey Discusses 
Changes Likely to be Made. 


Special to The New York Times. 


ALBANY, March 11.—Senator Stranahan, 
Chairman of the Senate Committee on Cit- 
fes, and Mr. Kelsey, Chairman of the As- 
sembly Committee on Cities, will try to ar- 
range ‘to-morrow for joint hearings upon 
the new charter proposed by the New York 
Charter Revision Commission. There are 
now before both the Senate and the Assem- 
bly committee applications from a number 
of bodies that want to be heard upon this 
subject. The New York firemen and the 
members of the Board of Education are es- 
pecially anxious for a hearing upon the pro- 
Visions of the proposed new charter which 
would affect them. 

Mr. Kelsey was asked to-night what he 
thought the chances were of the new char- 
ter being adopted as a whole. He said: 

“I think it quite likely that the general 
form of the Charter Revision Commission's 
work will be preserved, but a number of 
changes in the commission's recommenda- 
tions will doubtless be made. I myself, for 
instance, have some very decided notions 
about putting the schools of the city under 
the control of the Board of Aldermen, and 
when that question comes up [ shall have 
@ good deal to say upon the subject. There 
are others who take equally strong excep- 
tions to some of the other recommenda- 
tions of the commission. But I am inclined 
to believe that the changes which. will be 
thought wise by the Legislature can all be 
made without great injury to the charter 
proposed by the commission as a whole.”’ 


CORPORATION LAW CHANGES. 


Provisions of the Brackett Bills, 
Amended and Made Republican 
Caucus Measures. 


ALBANY, March 11.—The Brackett Cor- 
poration bills, amended and made Repub- 
lican caucus measures, were on the files 
of the Senate to-night. Some of the feat- 
ures of the Fish bills on the Assembly side 
have been incorporated in them and sev- 
eral things have been eliminated. 

The principal features of the bills when 
finally made into laws will be as follows, 
ard they gre of importance to corporations: 

The liability of Directors for unauthor- 
ized dividerds is 1tixed at the full amount 
et loss sustained b¥ the corporation or 
its crediters by reason thereof. whereas, 
by the present law the Directors are liable 
to the full amount of tne capital dividend 
declared or paid out. 

The present law provides that the stock 
books shall be open daily during business 
hours. This bill provides that they shaiJ 
be opened at least three business hvurs 
daily. , 

The present law requires the Directors 
to make the annual report, and makes 
them liable for all the debts of the vcor- 
poration in case of failure to file the same. 
This bill requires the annual report to be 
filed by the other officers of the corpor- 
ation, makes the Directors liable to ered- 
itors for any damege they sustain by rea- 
son of failure to file the report. and pro- 
vides that the ocfficers failing to tile it 
shall be liakle to a penalty of $50. 

The section requiring stock to be issued 
for not less than its par valve is modified 
by an authcrization for its issue as full 
paid-for property 

In the absence of fraud the value of the 
property purchased is deemed conclusive. 

The crease or reduction of the steck 


a 
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upon. the unanimous written consent of 
the stockholders, without the holding of a 
meeting, is authorized. »Five days’ notice 
of meetings to increase or reduce capital 
stock is required. inn 

The issue of preferred stock with the 
consent of the owners of two-thirds of 
the capital stock, instead of the unanimcus 
consent, as provided by the present law, 
is authorized. 

The liability of stockholders whose stock 
is not fully paid in is limited to the 
amount unpaid thereon. 

A banking, irsurance, or raiiroad cor- 
poration is prohibited from making a gen- 
eral assignment. 

A corporate mortgage which recites that 
it was authorized by the stockholders shall 
be presumptive evidence of the fact, and 
after the sayne has beer recorded for one 
year shall be ccnclusive. 


FOUR VETOES BY GOV. ODELL. 


All Records Since First Year of Gov. 
Morton's Term Surpassed. 


ALBANY, March 11.—Gov. Odell to-night 
sent four veto messages to the Legislature. 
Two went to the Senate and two to the 
Assembly. The Governor has sent more 
veto messages to the Legislature than any 
Governor since the first year of the term 
of Gov. Morton. 

The bill of Senator Slater amending the 
act incorporating ‘‘ The Trustees of Scenic 
and Historic Places and Objects’’ was the 
first on the list. In vetoing this bill, the 
Governor writes: ‘' This bill, in addition to 
changing the name of the society, extends 
its powers to hold property all over the 
United States and provides that the trus- 
tees and members of the said corporation 
may receive compensation for services. It 
also authorizes and empowers the Regents 
of the university to co-operate with the 
corporation by the designation of suitable 
lectures and the lending of necessary books 


and apparatus and otherwise aiding the 
necessary objects of the corporation. 

“In my judgment the powers sought to 
be conferred by the proposed bill are too 
broad, and the clause providing that the 
Regents shall co-operate with the society 
should undoubtediy lead in time to an ap- 
propriation to carry out the provisions of 
the act. I understand that this society has 
already appealed for and received one or 
two small appropriations for purposes in 
the line of the charter which it now holds. 

It does not seem,to me that it is a 
legitimate function of the State to go 
further than it has already gone in grant- 
ing the present charter, nor should the 
State assume, even remotely, any liability 
on account of this society.” 

The Governor vetoed the bill of Senator 
Hill changing the name of the Niagara 
Fire Insurance Company. The bill was 
passed because the society held that .it 
did not come under the insurance law. The 
Governor in his veto message says that the 
condition should be remedied by an act 
bringing corporations of this character un- 
der the insurance law rather than by ex- 
tending further special legislation. 

Two of Assemblyman Doughty’s bills 
were vetoed. One authorized the town au- 








thorities of Nassau County to have their 
records recopied and the other provided 
for the reimbursement of the Sheriff of 


Nassau County for expenses incurred in the 
discharge of official duties after the ex- 
piration of his term of office. The Gov- 
ernor did not think it wise to place in the 
hands of the town boards the unlimited 
powers conveyed in the former act, and the 
latter bill he believed to be in violation 
of the Constitution. 


NO CANAL LEGISLATION ? 


Assembly Indicates That 
Will Not Consider Any 
Canal Measure. 


ALBANY, March 11.—Four Votes too few 
in the Assembly defeated the concurrent 
resolution of M. E. Lewis, proposing an 
amendment to the Constitution to prohibit 
the Legislature from granting to any per- 
son, association, firm, or corporation an 
exemption from taxation on real or per- 
sonal property. This is an indication that 
any canal legislation proposed this year 
will be defeated. 

Mr. O'Malley of Erie objected to the res- 
olution on the ground that if it-was passed 
and became a law it would necessarily in- 
terfere with the canal legislation, which 
was contemplated. 

Mr. S. W. Smith of Columbia favored the 
resolution. The people, he said, were not 
ready to enter, upon the gigantic canal 
proposition. There was no canal legislation 
now before the House, and the concurrent 
resolution of Mr. LewiS should not be side- 
tracked for a myth. 

Mr.’Seymour of New York and Mr. Ben-

nett of New York opposed’ the resolution 
on the same ground as had Mr. O'Malley. 
Mr. Swift of Broome said he would vote 


for the resolution willingly if it would em- 


barrass canal legislation, and he did not 
hesitate to say so. 

Mr. O'Malley returned to the attack. It 
was not a time, he said, to permit this 


resolution to get in and interfere with canal 


legislaticn. 

Mr. Lewis, in defense of his resolution, 
stated that it had been introduced and 
passed in 1899 and was now here for a sec- 
ond passage. It would be unfair to lay 
it aside for a bill that had not been intro- 
duced, and it was not certain whether or 
not there would ever be any such legisla- 
tion. When he had introduced his reso- 
lution such a thing as the canal improve- 
ment had not even been broached. If his 
resolution was passed and was adopted by 
the people the moneys accruing from such 
taxation would be needed to carry out the 
canal inyprovement. 

Mr. Kelsey thought that debate upon the 
resolution had been carried far enough 
and that the members thoroughly under- 
stood the matter 

On final roll call the resolution was de- 
feated by a vote of 72 yeas to 50 nays. 
Those opposed to the canal voted yea; those 
in favor nay. Seventy-six yeas are neces- 
sary to pass. 

It is believed to-night that this indicates 
that the Assembly will not pass any canal 
legislation this vear. The seventy-two men 
who voted for Mr. Lewis’s recommendatjon 
did se with a full knowledge that the pas- 
sage of the resolution would prevent canal 
legislation. 


Message on State Canals Not Ready. 
ALBANY, March 11.—Gov. Odell stated 
to-night that he had not as yet written the 
message that he intends to send to the 
Legislature with the report of State En- 
gineer and Surveyor Bond on the cost of 
improving the canal system of the State. 
He did not know whether the message 
would be ready for presentation this week. 
A conference between the Governor, State 
Engineer Bond, and the Republican leaders 
in the Legislature will be held before the 
presentation of the message. 


FIREMEN’S TWO-PLATOON BILL, 


Measure Passes Assembly by 


Large Majority. 


Buffalo

ALBANY, March 11.--The bill introduced 
by Assemblyman Brooks of Erie, creating 
a’ double platoon system in the Fire De- 
partment of Buffalo, passed the Assembly 
to-night by a vote of 84 to 14. The Brooks 
bill is similar to the bill introduced by 
Assemblyman Adler of New York City for 
a double platoon system in the Fire De- 
partment of Greater New York. Assembly- 
men Fitzgerald and Lynn of New York 
strenuously opposed the Buffalo bill, be- 
cause of the precedent its passage would 
set for the Adler bill. 

‘* When this Buffalo bill was before the 
Committee on Cities,”’ said Mr. Fitzgerald, 
“JT Jistened patiently to all its advocates 
had to say in its favor, and I did not hear a 
single good reason advanced why it should 
be passed."’ Mr. Lynn said the only people 
favoring the bill were the firemen them- 
selves, who, he added, were threatening 
members with defeat at the next election 
unless they gave support to the measure. 

The vote by which the bill was passed 
indicates that the Adler bill is likely to 
have smooth sailing. 


Hearing on New York Firemen’s Bill. 


ALBANY. March 11.—The bill providing 
for two platoons in the New York City Fire 
Department will be given a hearing before 
the Assembly Committee on Cities to-mor- 
row. A delegation representing the en- 


gineers and firemen of the department will 
be present to urge the passage of the meas- 
ure. The bill will be opposed by the offi- 
eers of the Fire Department, who believe 
that its enactment would have a deterior- 
ating influence on the discipline of the de- 
partment, as, in their opinion, the best work 
can be obtained from the men only through 
a constant application to duty. 


FOR VESTIBULED CARS. 


Henring To-morrow on Bill to 
pel Their Use in Winter.

The position they 
take is that it is an unnecessary hardship 
upon the street railway employes to com- 
pel them to stand on the front and back 
platforms of the cars exposed to the se- 
verity of the Winter weather.

Gompers of the Federation of Labor and 
Henry White of the United Garment Work- 
ers are expected here to argue in favor of 
the bill. 

The Buffalo street railroads now run ves- 
tibule cars during the Winter months, and 
since the protection afforded by these cars 
has been given to the street railway em- 
ployes of that city there is said to nave 
been far less sickness and fewer deaths 
among them.

NEW JERSEY LEGISLATURE. 


The Senate ~ Reapportionment Bill 


Passes by a Party Vote. 
TRENTON, N. J., March 11.—Gov. Voor- 
hees sent to the Senate to-night the name 
of David Baird of Camden a member 
of the State Board of Assessors, to suc- 
ceed Gen. Bird W. Spencer of Passaic. 
The Senate to-night passed the Senate 
bill reconstructing the Congressional dis- 
trict lines of the State, so as to provide 
for the election of ten Congressmen, New 
Jersey having been allowed two additional 
members under the Federal census of last 
year. The bill was opposed by Senator 
Hudspeth and Senator Martin, both Demo- 
crats, who characterized the bill as an un- 
fair one, as it made one of the districts 
contain 95,000 more population than an- 
other district. Senator Reed, the Repub- 
lican leader, made only a few remarks, 
and the bill was passed by a party vote. 
The Senate to-night, by a vote of 11 to 9,

OPPOSES CAPITAL PUNISHMENT.

Gen. Curtis Calls It a Bar to the Ad. 
ministration of Justice. 

Gen. N. M. Curtis addressed the Society 
of Medical Jurisprudence at its regular 
meeting last night in the Academy of Med- 
icine on “ Capital Punishment—Unscientifie 
and Futile.” 

Gen, Curtis said that capital punishment 
did not act as a deterrent of crime, but as 
an actual bar to the administration of jus- 
tice owing to the disinclination of juries to 
cause the infliction of the death penalty. 
The imprisonment for life of the assassin 
of the Empress of Austria, who committed 
his crime in Switzerland, where the death 
penalty has been abolished, was cited as 
an argument for the abolition of capital 
punishment in this country. 

‘Isolated and imprisoned for life in a 
Swiss dungeon,’ said the General, “ that 
criminal is a living deterrent to all murder- 
ers, and an example of speedy punishment 
to be surely meted out to the offender. 
Every day of his life his prison will be 
pointed out, whereas if he had been quickly 
executed, his death would ave been re- 
membered for but a few days and all recol- 
lection of his expiation soon forgotten.”’ 





HOSPITAL NURSES’ HOME. 


Presbyterian Institution’s New Annex— 
Benefactor’s Gift of $300,000, 


Plans were filed at the Building Depart- 
ment yesterday for the new nurses’ home 
to be erected for the Presbyterian Hospital 
at 31 to 37 East Seventy-first Street op- 
posite the hospital buildings. The struc- 
ture, which has been designed by Architect 
James B. Baker, will be eight stories in 
height, and will occupy a plot 124 by 102 
feet. 

Several months ago a benefactor, whose 
name was not disclosed, gave the hospital 
$300,000 for the erection of this home, pro- 
vided the institution would assume the 
maintenance of it’ Alexander Maitland, 
Secretary of the Board of Trustees of the 
hospital, said yesterday that the erection 
of the home would be a two-fold benefit. 
It would afford adequate living apartments 
for the nurses and give additional space 
in the buildings now given up to the medi- 
eal and surgical wards, the top floors of 
which structures have heretofore been oc- 
cupied by the nurses. According to the 
last annual report of the hospital, its corps 
of nurses numbers eighty-five.

J. F. Ryan, 
of St. Bridget’s Roman Catholic Church, on 
Nov. 28, Both marriages were kept secret 
at the request of Rose, who told the par- 
ents in each case that he wished his wife 
to remain at home for about six months be- 
cause his salary would not enable him to 
go to housekeeping at once. He expected 
an increase of salary, he said, about May

Trenton Authorities Find Evidence that 


Horse Did Not Kill Him. 
TRENTON, N. J., March 11.—Although 
the authorities have not yet completed 


their investigation into the death of Thom- 
as Applegate, the farmer who was found 

ad in his barn, near Ellisville, yesterday, 
wife the theory that 
he was killed by a vicious horse, they are 
more than ever convinced that murder was

He was, it is now supposed, murdered 
close to the house and his body thrown 
where it was found. The clothing and the 
body were spotted with mud. The earth 
near the house and that near the barn dif- 
ter in kind. The body, judging from the 
mud marks, lay for a time in the carth near 
the house. The crusted mud on the cloth- 
ing and hands and shoes is that from 
near the house. The hands and one arm j 


are scratched in a manner impossible to be 
caused by the horse.

“There remains in my mind no doubt 
that Applegate was murdered. The dis- 
coveries made to-day indicate foul play 


beyond a doubt. There is not, however, as 
vet sufficient evidence against any person 
or ‘persons to warrant me in ordering ar- 


rests. The claim is made that Applegate 
was killed in the horse's stall. If he was, 
how could there be, as there is, blood 


marks on the steps of the door leading into 
the barn, and also the print of a bloody 
finger on the barn door?”

Undoubtedly we need an active, sensi- 
tive, and sound public conscience in this 
country, but we seriously doubt wheth- 
er we are likely to get such a conscience 
through fear of an “‘ Emperor in twenty- 
five years,” as intimated by President 
Hapuey in his Boston address on Sun- 
day. 

We do not wish to do President Hap- 
LEY any injustice. He.cannot at all be 
classed with the theorists whose senti- 
ments are unchecked by practical knowl- 
edge. He is widely and accurately in- 
formed as to the economic processes and 
tendencies of the country and the times, 
and he has shown his ability to deal 
with affairs in official and in profes- 
gional life. Nevertheless we are in- 
clined to think that his impression of 
the relative strength of what he calls 
personal and public conscience is mis- 
taken and is founded on a defective 


comparison. He says: 


How do things stand as regards the need 
of a public conscience in this country to- 
dav? The American standard of personal 
morality is on the whole eo as compared 
with other nations and other ages. We 
have developed personal virtues through in- 
dividual conscience very well. But our ac- 
tions in politics and in a social and busi- 
ness sense prove our moral standards in 


those directions desperately low. 


Pursuing this idea, he adds: 


Competition used to prevent a man from 
racticing great extortion upon his neigh- 
or even if he wanted to, and in politics 
we once had at least a rough form of rela- 
tive justice. But to-day with our indus- 
tries organized into trusts, and the impe- 
rialistic spirit developed in politics, the 
general development of the principle of 
trusts will become appalling unless we cul- 
tivate a higher standard of morality than 
ever before. 


The distinction between public and 
personal conscience is necessarily not 
very clear. That there is something 
which may be called the conscience of 
the community apart from the conscience 
of the individuals composing the commu- 
nity is a fascinating conception, but it is 
a vague one. What we understand Pres- 
ident HADLEY to mean is that individuals 
in a community will do or permit to be 
done things in politics and in corporate 
business that they would not do or per- 
mit in personal affairs, and that the 
tendency is toward worse and worse 
license in this direction. The first part 
of the proposition is probably true. The 
second is far from proved. Men will co 
in politics and in corporate business what 
they will not do in private life. It is, 
perhaps, more a question of safety than 
of sensitive morals, since the responsi- 
bility in private life is much more di- 
rect and the consequences to the indi- 
vidual surer. But that men to-day will 
do worse things under the shelter of co- 
operative action and divided responsibil- 
ity than they would do forty or fifty 
years ago is by no means certain. Our 
own observation inclines us to the con- 
trary conclusion. Specific instances do 
not proye much. They can probably be 
produced in numbers on either side. But 
there is the general fact that the success 
of great operations in business depends 
on substantial fairness and honesty in 
dealing. We believe that the tendency 
is decided toward such dealing. 

In politics the problem is, of course, 
much more complicated, but here also we 
think that the tendency is at least not 
for the worse. Any one, for example, 
who will study with care the life of AtL- 
BERT GALLATIN, and especially the story 
of his last years in the Treasury in the 
first part of the war of 1812, when fac- 
tional intrigue brought the Government 
nearly to absolute ruin and inflicted un- 
told humiliation on the Nation, will 
hardly doubt that we have at least kept 
the level of those “‘ elder days.” 


When, therefore, President Hap.ry 
says that we must have a higher public 
conscience, which will induce us to ac- 
cept in beha]f of the community restric- 
tions independent of how we shall per- 
sonally be affected, or else we must have 
“an Emperor in Washington within 
twenty-five years," we think that the 
alternative predicted is extravagant and 
foolish. There is no such tendency as 
makes this alternative probable. We do 
not think it even possible. The complex- 
ity of modern life, public or commercial 
and industrial, the very vastness of the 
interests involved, make the assumption 
of arbitrary control difficult to the point 
of impracticability. The plain tendency 
of modern times is against such an out- 
come. And we beg respectfully to sug- 
gest to President HapLey and to those 
who, with him, feel the great need of a 
more active and exacting public con- 
science, that the public mind is dulled to 
that need by such extravagant and in- 
tangible threats as this of an Emperor. 
The average man comes to think that the 
need is as shadowy as the specific event 
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“predicted, and the warning goes un- 
heeded. 


GREAT BRITAIN AND THE TREATY. 


It was hardly to be expected that the 
Government of Great Britain would ac- 
cept the amendments to the Hay-Paunce- 
fote treaty. Consistency is a species of 
deity to politicians, and consistency cer- 
tainly demanded that the amendments 
should be rejected. Yet we cannot but 
think that the real interests of the 
British Empire would have been served 
by the contrary course. 

There are two matters of immediate 
importance to Great Britain in her rela- 
tiens with this country—the trade rela- 
tions with Canada and the Alaska 
boundary. Compared with these all her 
interests in the Isthmian canal are mi- 
nor. Had the Salisbury Government 
tried to secure a settlement of these 
matters as a condition to the acceptance 
of the amendments, we have little doubt 
that it could have been done. The rejec- 
tion of the amendments, friendly as it 
is in form and tone, throws on our 
Government the initiative in reopening 
negotiations. This at present is not 
likely to occur. After a time when the 
feelings aroused have had a chance to 
subside, it is to be hoped that the whole 
series of questions can again be taken 
up with a better chance of successful ad- 
justment. 


THE WATER PROBLEM IN NEW YORK 


The way in which the water supply of 
this great city is managed is a shame 
and a disgrace. This is strong language, 
but not stronger than the facts warrant. 
Neither intelligence, capacity, nor hon- 
esty is displayed in the conduct of the 
department charged with this grave re- 
sponsibility. Its Ghief does not know 
enough to refrain from making himself 
ridiculous whenever he commits the in- 


discretion of expressing an opinion. Of 
his principal technical adviser the kind- 


est thing that can be said is that his 
large capacity for usefulness is subordi- 


nated to a discreet observance of the 
conditions on which he holds his place. 
The financial end of the office is rotten, 
and its system of so-called accounts per- 
mits the city to lose revenue to an ex- 


tent which if stated would be deemed 


impossible. Under such conditions per- 


haps the most we can hope for is that 
the public patience will soon be ex- 
hausted, and that Tammany will see that 
it is “‘ good politics” to give this part of 


the public business into competent hands. 

For the imperial city of New York a 
water famine is imminent. This is no 
sudden emergency, due to unforeseen and 
accidental causes. All the facts have 
been exhaustively studied and fully pre- 
sented to the public in two publications 
of exceptional value within the past year 
—the voluminous report of Engineer 
FREEMAN to the Coftroller and the col- 
laborated report made to the Merchants’ 
Association. There is no excuse for a 
shortage under conditions which permit 
a daily draught of 251,000,000 gallons for 
Manhattan alone upon the storage reser- 
voirs of the Croton system. This supply 
is many times greater than the maxi- 
mum use and waste of the population 
supplied could possibly account for, From 
the best data obtainable, it is doubtful if 
the domestic use and waste of water in 
New York amount together to twelve 
gallons per head of population per day. 
Adding the use and waste of shops, ho- 
tels, saloons, manufactories, and all 
trade and public purposes, would proba- 
bly increase the consumption about 
twenty-five gallons more, making, say, 
forty gallons per head per day as the 
necessary supply. Of this it is safe to 
say that ten to fifteen gallons are wasted 
in ways which would be saved if all use 
was metered and charged for by the 
meter reading. It may be assumed, how- 
ever, that to cover use and waste a 
supply equal to forty gallons per head 
per day is needed—which is liberal, as no 
city, ancient or modern, ever consumed 
thirty gallons daily per capita. 

Between the forty gallons, which al- 
lows nearly as much for waste as 
for use, and the one hundred and 
sixteen gallons which was the daily 
per capita allowance of Manhattan 
and the Bronx last year, there is 
a matter of seventy-six gallons per head 
per day, more or less, to be accounted 
for. This is about 60 per cent., or, say, 
two-thirds, of the entire amount charged 
to consumption. It represents water 
which does not reach the foundation 
walls of consumers’ houses, but is lost in 
distribution from leaky mains and de- 
fective service connections. To make the 
situation even more intelligible to the 
average citizen, who may find it difficult 
to realize the facts, it may be put in 
this way: Out of every three gallons of 
water drawn into the mains of New York 
from the storage reservoirs of the Cro- 
ton system, two are lost by leakage into 
the ground and one supplies all the do- 
mestic and trade use, besides street 
sprinkling, sewer flushing, shipping, fire 
extinguishment, and a public and pri- 
vate waste, amounting to probably a 
third of all the water drawn. On this 
basis a very simple calculation will show 
that the 251,000,000 gallons daily ¢rawn 
from the reservoirs supplying Manhattan 
is water enough for all the use and 
waste of a population of 6,275,000, allow- 
ing each inhabitant ten gallons per day 
more than it has ever been Shown was 
consumed and wasted in use in any city 
of this or any other country. 


During the past four years the amount 
of water charged to consumption has 
been 15,000,000 gallons per day greater 
in each year than it was in the year pre- 
ceding. It should require no argument 
to show that consumption could not pos- 
sibly increase at this rate. If, however, 
it is maintained, the absolute limit of 
the present available supply will be 
reached within three years, and by 1906 
we shall be confronted by a shortage of 
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11,000,000 gallons per day. Apparently, 
this is exactly the condition of affairs 
which Commissioner DALTON and his 
staff are desirous of emphasizing by en- 
couraging a general panic through ap- 
prehensions of a water famine. Until 
the iniquitous Ramapo job shall have re- 
ceived its death blow and the manage- 
ment of the Department of Water Sup- 
ply shail be intrusted to much more com- 
petent hands, the deplorable conditions 
now existing will continue and only for- 
tuitous rainfalis at critical periods will 
avert the necessity for putting the city 
from time to time on what Engineer 
BIRDSALL airily describes as “ short ra- 
tions.” It is time for a great popular 
awakening on'this question. The pres- 
ent conditions are becoming intolerable. 
A shortage of water is something which 
appeals directly to every citizen. It can- 
not be concealed by the juggling of fig- 
ures nor excused by apologetic references 
to an abnormally light rainfall. The fact 
is known that we have water enough for 
all the needs of a city three or four times 
the size of New York, and that more 
water and increased pressure would 
simply mean increased leakage, greater 
waste, and an inexcusable postponement 
of the thorough overhauling of the dis- 
tribution system of this city which 
would promptly double the available sup- 
ply at much less cost than the least esti- 
mate for new sources of supply, new 
reservoirs, and additional conduits. 


THE FIRE DEPARTMENT. 


The Fire Department is one, we might 
perhaps say the one, in which, in spite of 
Tammany, we have all managed to take 
a reasonable civic pride. But the pride 
we have managed to take in it would not 
long survive such a showing as is made 
by the bill that has been sent to Albany, 
with at least the implied approval of the 
majority of men on the working force 
of the department. 

This is the bill creating three “ shifts” 
in the force, instead of two, and provid- 


ing for a correlative and very expensive 


increase in the pay roll of the depart- 
ment. There is, pretty evidently, no 
merit in this bill, and we are glad to 
know that it is strongly disapproved by 
the best men, and particularly by the 
most experienced men, in the department 


itself, because the most experienced men 


are best aware that, if their service im- 
poses upon them special risks and hard- 
ship, as it undoubtedly does, it supplies 
corresponding compensations and advan- 
tages. The chief of these compensations is 
an admission to the privileges of the retir- 
ing pension of the department, which is 
a kind of special honor of the service. 
To demand this special privilege, and at 
the same time to demand special priv- 
ileges in other respects, is, not to put too 
fine a point upon it, an exhibition of 
hoggishness which will tend to put the 
department on the same low level that, 
for example, characterizes the Grand 
Army of the Republic, instead of the 
much higher level upon which its actual 
achievements entitle it to be placed. 

We are all proud of the Fire Depart- 
ment. The rank and file have never been 
corrupted by the baleful influence from 
above which has so largely demoralized 
the Police Department, for example, No- 
body supposes or suspects that the rank 
and file of the Fire Department “ con- 
taminates its fingers with base bribes,” 
as is the not unnatural sugmise with ref- 
erence to the rank and file of the Po- 
lice Department, under the present un- 
speakable Tammany administration. It 
strongly behooves the rank and file of 
the Fire Department to rest satisfied 
with a consciousness of their valuable 
public services, and of the public appre- 
ciation of the same, instead of going to 
work to get the force recruited by a lot 
of greenhorns, in order to make life eas- 
ier for its present members. 

The agitation is really suicidal. The 
working men of the Fire Department 
have, in the course of their business, to 
run excéptional risks. This peculiarity 
of their business has already been abund- 
antly recognized, both in public appre- 
ciation and in the tangible rewards of 
the service which public appreciation has 
caused to be offered. But, taking one 
day and one hour with another, the work 
of firemen is not hard. It is, on the 
other hand, exceptionally easy, except 
for the risks which sudden emergencies 
bring, and which have always been gal- 
lantly met. It is fatuous for men 
in the department to agitate for the 
purpose of getting habitual “soft 
things” in addition to the special re- 
wards which they already have upon the 
very account that they are not looking 
for soft things. The young men of the 
department, who are pushing this very 
unmeritorious bill at Albany, might be 
very much better employed, even so far 
as their own interests are concerned, in 
striving with all their might to advance, 
or at least to maintain, the proud stand- 
ard of efficiency which belongs to the 
work of the department in New York. 


POLICING PEKING. 


Without doubt, from the time when 
the Chinese crisis became acute, about 
eight months ago, we,, meaning the 
United States of America, have proved 
our faith by our works, and have done 
nothing incompatible with our initial 
professions. Our course has not by any 
means commended us to all the organs of 
European opinion. We have been called 
to account by various organs of even 
British opinion. We observe, with in- 
terest, that some American journals, in 
which we have no doubt that this one is 
included, are described in certain Lon- 
don journals as “the Chinese press.” 
We beg to explain that the rattle of Chi- 
nese coin has not been heard in the 
counting room of this establishment, and 
we can scarcely imagine a worse or more 
futile use for that coin, in these straits 
of China, than the corruption of the 
American press. One of our solaces, in 
the face of accusations of this kind, is 
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that the Japanese, twwho, “ex officio,” 
know more about the Chinese than any 
Westerners can possibly do, have been 
pursuing virtually the same policy as our 
own, Another is that that policy has 
also been pursued by the British Gov- 
ernment; insomuch that there is no 
ground for talking about the “American 
Chinese press’ which is not equally good 
ground for talking about the ‘“ Chinese 
British Government.” 

It seems likely that we have completed 
and crowned our work in China by with- 
drawing our forces, excepting a legation 
guard of two companies of infantry, and 
possibly a section of artillery, all under 
the command of a Major. It may_be as- 
sumed that this action has been taken 
under the advice of Gen. CHAFFEE, our 
expert witness on the spot. One of the 
things we know about Gen. CHAFFEE is 
that, if there were any clear necessity 
for fighting Chinamen present to his 
mind, or any military credit to be got 
out of the process, he would stand his 
ground and wait for reinforcements 
rather than to acquiesce in the with- 
drawal of our troops. Such of the other 
Powers as choose to do so have still the 
privilege of clamoring for the decapita- 
tion of additional Chinamen of eminence, 
or colorable substitutes for them. It is 
no wonder, in fact it is a distinct credit, 
that we should have pulled out of the 
business, partly from a businesslike con- 
viction that there was “ nothing in it,” 
and partly out of mere human nausea. 


TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


—One of the British maritime journals 
expresses a natural wonder that the United 
States should spend many thousands of 
dollars every year on the maintenance of 
a most excellent Life Saving Service along 
the coast, and yet use hardly a cent in 
perfecting charts and sailing directions for 
the general benefit of navigation interests. 
There is much of this work still to do, and 
England now, as for a long time past, is 
easily first in it. Commander Topp of our 
own Hydrographic Office recently pointed 
out that three-fourths of the sailing direc- 
tions used by United States warships have 
to be purchased abroad~meaning in Eng- 
land—and that circumstances might arise 
making such purchases impossible and 
leading to disastrous consequences. More 
than one of our public vessels have already 
been lost on uncharted obstructions near 
our new possessions, and from present 
probabilities our seamen will be left to 
grope for years through waters which, to 
the disgrace of Spain, are little better 
known than they were 200 or 300 years ago. 
“Cuba and the Philippines,’’ says the Lon- 
don critic of our inactivity in this direction, 
“simply bristle with uncharted dangers, 
and it behooves the United States, for its 
credit’s sake, to have these waters, as 
well as the Hawaiian Islands, thoroughly 
surveyed ty ships sent out specially for 
that praiseworthy purpose. Battleships and 
cruisers under the starry flag certainly 
do attempt to mend matters by carrying 
out surveys when possible, but they are 
better employed on duties connected solely 
with the destroying, not the saving, of 
ships. That the United States Hydro- 
graphic Office is eager for, and capable of, 
such nautical surveying duties, on the lines 
adopted over here, needs no demonstration. 
If any were wanted, it is afforded by the 
pilot charts of the North Atlantic and the 
North Pacific issued each month by that 
office.”” This is a most important matter, 
and though there is no reason why we 
should not use English charts wherever 
they are available, there is every reason 
why we should do our part in nautical 
surveying, and provide charts for the use 
of ourselves and other people. 


——As answers to the question, What be- 
comes of the stored energy when a coiled 
spring is dissolved in acid? none of the 
four letters on the subject which we pub- 
lished Sunday could be called even moder- 
ately satisfactory. The overwise corre- 
spondent who saw in the question merely 
an attempt to puzzle amateur physicists 
by a juggle of words will change his mind 
when he gives the matter a little careful 
consideration. Each of the other three let- 
ters was at least suggestive, and that which 
substituted a log at the top of a cliff for 
the coiled spring, and asked what would 
become of the log’s energy of position if it 
were burned there instead of at the bottom 
of the cliff, showed that even if Prof. 
HALLOCK was right about the spring—a 
most dubious supposition—his theory would 
be of no applicability tn other and similar 
searches for stored energy. A steel clock 
weight, for instance, can be said, by any- 
body not afraid to use words in their or- 
dinary meaning, to contain a store of en- 
ergy when it is wound up to the highest 
position it can reach. At any rate, it is 
then able to do an easily appreciable and 
measurable amount of work in the way of 
running the clock. If the weight, while in 
that highest position were dissolved in acid, 
the professor would hardly venture to say 
that the chemical action would produce 
even an “imperceptible "’ amount of heat 
more than if the dissolving were done when 
the weight was at the limit of its cord. 
Yet our original inquirer would have as 
good a right as before to ask what had 
become of the stored energy. The answer 
would not be so difficult, perhaps, but 
still it would not be exactly easy for every- 
body. The burned log form of the prob- 
lem is an excellent one, and in time, no 
doubt, it will suggest the necessity for a 
clearer definition of stored energy than any 
of our correspondents have yet given. 


— Something approaching the dignity of 
an international difficulty has developed 
in Essex County, Ontario. For some years 
past that county has been a large producer 
of natural gas. Some of it has been used 
by the local manufacturing plants created 
by the existence of a cheap and conven- 
fent fuel, and no small amount of it has 
been piped across the Detroit River to the 
city of the same name. Of late the gas 
wells have shown alarming signs of giving 
out, and as a result the people of half a 
dozen towns in the county are earnestly 
petitioning the Ontario Government to pass 
a law prohibiting the exportation of nat- 
ural gas to foreign countries, meaning 
thereby, of course, to Detroit. This, how- 
ever, would involve the abrogation, or at 
least the termination, of a lease held by 
that large corporation, the Standard Oil 
Company, under which {t has been paying 
$1,000 a year to Ontario for the privilege 
of piping gas under that part of the river 
over which the United States has no con- 
trol or authority. The petitioners assert 
that, though the company has never had a 
right to take more than 2,000,000,000 feet 
of gas per year, it has three eight-inch 
pipes in operation, and is getting much 
more than the stipulated amount. At all 
events, the drain upon the resources of the 
field has been so great that the pressure 
at all the wells is rapidly falling, and al- 
ready the sale of gas to the manufacturers 
of two Essex County towns, Leamington 
and Kingsville, has been refused. The local 
companies interested in the production of 
the gas side with the Standard Oil people, 
and are doing their best to prevent action 
by the Ontario Legislature. The Provin- 
cial Government has a right to cancel the 
pipe lease on three months’ notice, and 


the question of issuing such notice is un- 
der consideration. The controversy over 
the matter is a warm oné, and its inter- 
national character does not conduce to the 
preservation of the amenities of discus- 
sion, 


REMAINS OF REVOLUTIONARY 
FORTS. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Before the Board of Public Improvements 
the representative of the excellent Society 
for the Preservation of Scenic and Histor- 
ical Places was incorrectly reported as 
stating that ‘‘Fort Washington and Fort 
George have disappeared, the one occupying 
the site of the new Columbia University 
and the other being where the new Custom 
House is in process of erection.” 

The fort which stood where the Custom 
House is to go was once known as George, 
after being named for every successive 
ruler of New Amsterdam. The fort now 
known as Fort George was so named by the 
British officer Lord Percy after its capture 
in 1776, and is really the Laurel Hill fort, 
partially existing at One Hundred and 
Ninety-second to One Hundred and Ninety- 
fourth Street and Amsterdam Avenue. 

Fort Washington still exists, unfortun- 
ately only in part, about three miles north 
of Columbia, in the grounds of James Gor- 
don Bennett’s residence, just above Holy- 
rood Church, at One Hundred and Eighty- 
first Street. Lack of knowledge of this 
fact cannot be wondered at. Everything 
that could be done to destroy it has been 
done, and, to quote from a recent article: 

The city has blasted a modern carriage- 
way through the two eastern bastions, and 
has destroyed the southerly breastworks, 
without leaving a. mark to note the fact. 
or guide the interested passer-by; and pri- 
vate ownership has in the past done its ut- 
most to utilize the site for domestic and 
building operations. A large barn has 
stood, and has been burned to its founda- 
tion, within the very centre of the fort; a 
wellhouse and pump have been built, and 
have also been burned, over the military 
magazine in the rock; the very foot of the 
western bastions has been selected as the 
site for an extensive villa, also now razed 
to its footing, a wreck from fire and storm, 
and below this have been laid out in years 
agone leveled villa sites and a roadway now 
grass-grown again.” 

This important Re¥olutionary work was 
designed by Rufus Putnam, surveyed by 
Alexander Hamilton, personally superin- 
tended by George Washington, defended by 
men from Virginia, Maryland, Pennsylva- 
nia, and Connecticut, of whom fifty laid 
down their lives, and eighteen hundred 
miserably perished within a year and a half 
in their resulting captivity. On the south- 
east bastion John Corbin died, and his wife, 
who fought in his place, was shot down and 
captured. 

Yet ‘‘this spot of National interest has 
been so absolutely neglected that even the 
flagpole which once marked the site has 
been removed, and the place left to a mel- 
ancholy solitude and natural decay.”

MISSION SPIRIT IN CHINA. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Having noticed occasional reference in 
THE TimMgs to the missionary spirit as 
vindictive for the suffering experienced 
from the Boxers, I wish to give an inei- 
dent just received from a missionary cor- 
respondent. 

in some of the villages near Peking the 
Boxers had required every family to send 
one representative to aid their cause. The 
British in their investigations came upon 
a temple where some of these were prac- 
ticing, killed a number, and took ten boy 
Boxers, between the ages of ten and 
twelve, prisoners. They were taken into 
Peking, where Dr. Maud Mackey, a Pres- 
byterian missionary, dressed their wounds. 
Then they were turned over to Miss Rus- 
sell of the American Board Mission, who 
gave them food and shelter and talked to 
them. The fathers were then sent for to 
come and get their boys. They came half 
expecting to find them dead, or perhaps to 


be killed themselves, but were overjoyed 
to receive kindness instead, 

In contrast to such treatment is that ex- 
perienced recently by Chihese Christians 
in a village not far from Peking, where 
they were told to go to a certain temple 
and they would receive indemnity for their 
losses. But on arriving there they were 
captured and killed, some twenty in all, 
some of whom were burned alive. 

There is also an incident in connection 
with the missionary, Mr. Ament, probably 
not known to many of the readers of THE 
Times, which I would like to give. 

At the time when the missionaries gath- 
ered for defense in the Methodist com- 
pound in Peking were ordered on June 20 
to go to the British Legation for better 
protection they went, taking only such 
things as could be carried with them, as 


there was no time or opportunity for arte 


ranging to take any of the stores that had 
been gathered at the Methodist mission. 
Feeling that these were almost indispensa- 
ble to their preservation should the siege 
be even much shorter than it proved to be, 
the missionaries endeavored to persuade 
the American marines to return with them 
for food and clothing. But they refused to 
d. so, for which the missionaries felt they 
couid not be blamed, for it was an awful 
risk. Mr. Ament, however, with a single 
Chinese servant, walked over to the com- 
pound, and, finding things still undis- 
turbed, reported the fact, and a band of 
some twenty missionaries with about sixty 
Chinese, armed for defense, though in the 
face of fearful danger, with Chinese sol- 
diers ari Boxers all about, went to the 
compound and collected such stores as con- 
tributed much to the possibilities of their 
preservation while the relief from outside 
was awaited.

THE STENOGRAPHER’S QUALIFICA- 
TIONS. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

In view of the renewed Interest in stenog- 
raphy, the following observations on this 
subject may be of value to some of the 
readers of your excellent paper: 

Shorthand, like other callings which are 
promising to men and women properly 
equipped for the mastery, has been studied 
by many who would have been more suc- 
cessful in work requiring less ability and 


capacity. 

Until the typewriting machine was per- 
fected shorthand writers were employed 
only when a full report of proceedings was 
desired. As soon as the utility of the type- 
writer in connection with phonography was 
recognized the demand for stenographers 
increased. 

Wherever it is now necessary to do a 
large volume of business quickly the stenog- 
rapher-operator (which combination ranks 


very high as a time and labor saving de- 
vice) is considered indispensable. 

Many of the schools which advertise to 
teach the art are always eager to accept 
applicants without regard to their qualifi- 
cations, and, after a short and inadequate 
course of instruction, to send them, ill-pre- 

ared, to seek positions. It is this class of 
ncompetents who hold “ jobs” as private 
secretaries (!) at $8 or thereabout a week, 
and decry the decadence of a profession— 
which it is when thoroughly acquired. 
However, in this utilitarian age, where the 
end rather than the means is too generally 
believed to be the principal thing, it really 
matters little whether shorthand is a trade, 
a skilled occupation, or a profession. 

A smattering of the principles of phonog- 
raphy, an ability to copy with a typewriter 
a certain number of words a minute, and a 
clouded idea of the rules of syntax, spell- 
ing, and punctuation, and of the customs of 
the business world, do not constitute a 
stenographer-operator any more than a 
cursory reading of Blackstone and Kent 
makes a lawyer. 

If a man expects to succeed in shorthand, 
he must have a good constitution and an 
education at least equal to that which may 
be obtained in a grammar school; he must 
have an enthusiasm for his duties which is 
not circumscribed by the rule of 9 to 4 
o'clock; he must be neat, quick, orderly, ac- 
curate, punctual, studious, thorough, se- 
cretive, and willing to do more than is 
actually required; he must be tactful, dis- 
creet, and of correct deportment; he must 
be a careful observer and a discriminating 
reader. In other words, he must be a well- 
informed gentleman and know something of 
everything and everything of something, 
and that something his chosen calling. 

“He should, if possible, serve an educated 
and prominent man, and remember that 
promotion, while usually slow, is always 
possible. Not until he has discovered that 
advancement is impossible should he vol- 
untarily change employers. ° 

In conclusion,.the demand for ae. 
raphers is not unlike that for fit men in 


every other calling, in that it. is greater 


than the supply, and the ambitious and 
qualified man wil) succeed in shorthand.

NO TIME FOR WIT IN ULSTER. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

If Stephen Gwynne, in his book about 
Ireland, told the story, or, better still, 
quoted the expression which Walter 
Gwynne, in to-day’s paper says he did, 
about the assurance which an “old ser- 
vant” in Donegal volunteered, that the 
best way for a bicycle rider to climb a 
mountain was to “ keep sittin’ down con- 
stant,’ such a scarecrow formula is not 
likely to be deemed sufficient to establish 
the reputation of the ‘‘ Far-downers”" for 
wit. It is true that a joke was found in 
Punch in the early days of its exist- 
ence, and the reputation gained thereby has 
been ‘“‘ worked for all it was worth” by 
the wily managers, who have since kept 
men in uniform, masked, and armed cap- 
A-pie, at the door leading to the joke room. 
But “nice customs do courtesy to great 
Kings."” Punch is a law unto himself. 

Now, if Mr. Gwynne found nothing in 
Donegal and Antrim better than the “old 
servant’’ who advised the “ sittin’ down 
constant”’ habit, he might add a chapter 
in a later edition of his book about the 
lying-down-constant habit in vogue now in 
Efigiand at railroad stations and other 
places. The English are so progressive a 
people, so restless, in fact, that the only 
way they can endure the long watch for 
trains is to go to bed in the waiting room 
and drop quietly off to sleep. An English- 
man has just patented a penny-in-the-slot 
machine. When you are ready for your 
nap, it opens mechanically like a folding 
bed. A blanket is also provided in which 
you enwrap yourself cozily and drop off 
into a dead doze, broken just in time by 
the whistle of the approaching train! “ Sit- 
tin’ down constant”’ in that fashion is far 
and away more picturesque than the Done- 
gal man’s idea, and almost as clever in a 
sense as the swaggering Anglo-Saxon who 
knows that a check suit and fore-and-aft 
cap are the proper caper at the Paris 
Opéra, until the usher insists that claw- 
hammers are de rigueur. 

No, really, it is only at long intervals that 
things strikingly witty or humorous are 
heard in Ulster. Ulster, it must be under- 
stood, is an “imperial province,’ and a 
‘loyal province,’’ and so on. Only a few 
years ago one of the members of Parlia- 
ment for Belfast boasted in the House of 
Commons that that city was ‘‘an English 
city.’’ So, you see, there is little time left 
for anybody to make jokes or say witty 
things in Utster. The stress of a great oe- 
casion now and again relieves the monoto- 
ny, however. Take Gladstone's Home Rule 
bill, for example. The leading Tory paper 
in Belfast opposed the measure. This was 
natural. One of the reasons offered was 
that if the bill passed, ‘“‘ every Protestant 
in Ireland would wake up the next day only 
to find his throat cut.”’ This was far from 
natural. So, also, was this: Sir George 
Trevelyan, when Chief Secretary for Ire- 
land, visited Belfast. The Aldermen were 
fulsome, which again was natural. But 
when in their formal address they hailed 
him as “ the illustrious descendant of Lord 
Macaulay,” it was decidedly unnatural. 
From the knowledge that Macaulay was 
an uncle of Trevelyan—which was about all 
they knew on the subject—te the curiously 
worded introductory paragraph of their 
welcome was but a short step, and these 
municipal ‘‘ jays’’ took it. By the time the 
editor of every little weekly sheet in Ire- 
land had done splittin’ his sides laughing, 
or, to be more accurate, exactly three 
weeks thereafter, a London paper congrat- 
ulated the Belfast Corporation on its won- 
derful discovery that a man “could be 
descended from his uncle."’ These are the 
only witty things I ever heard of as coming 
from that section of Erin, and the authors 
in each case were anxious to shift the re- 
sponsibility and say it was the other fel- 
low. Mr. Gwynne's “old servant’’ would 
probably also have entered a vigorous dis- 
claimer had a marked copy of the book 
been sent him, and assert that if he 
couldn't have spoken better than that he 
wouldn't have said anything. 

No, Mr. Editor, there is little time for wit, 
even were they inclined to be witty, in 
that north country, and nobody really looks 
for it in such a “loyal’’ province, where 
flax and imperialism are rampant. It may 
have been a New York janitor Mr. Gwynne 
had in mind. 2

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DRAMATIC AND “MUSICAL 


Mr. Conried Lectures to Dramatic 
Students on the Theatre. 


No Novelties in the Theatrical Pro- 
grammes—“ An American Citizen” 
at the Murray Hill Theatre. 


The lecture on the theatre which Hein- 
rich Conried delivered yesterday afternoon 
in the Carnegie Lyceum to the students of 
Mr. Sargent’'s school of acting was un- 
commonly interesting. Conried has author- 
ity of presence, of course, and can hold the 
attention of an audience as few lecturers 
can, while his revelations of fact and opin- 
fon were all clear and sensible, if not al- 
ways of vital importance to the cause of 
dramatic art in this time and place. 

The lecturer told about the subsidizations 
of theatres in Germany and Austria, of 
city theatres and Court theatres, and de- 
scribed some of the routine of the famous 
Burg Theatre in Vienna, which he consid- 
ers ‘‘ideal.”” The splendor of the house, 
its wonderful machinery, its rich repertory, 
are matters of fact. It is an Emperor's 
toy, however, and as we shall have no Em- 
peror here, according to President Hadley 
of Yale, for twenty-five years, we must 
wait for our own Burg Theatre. 

But the acute listener could comprehend 
that much of Mr. Conried’s admiration of 
this institution is founded on his inborn 
Teutonic love of bureaucracy and official- 
ism. A mighty Herr Direktor, who, it 
seems, does nothing; a committee of dram- 
aturgy, which reads plays in manuscript 
only to have its judgments overturned by 
a more powerful board of stage managers, 
whose will is law; a bureau of music and 
one of costumery, and another of scenery; 
a host of officials and an abundance of red 
tape, belong to this establishment. 

The Vienna Burg Theatre is a noble in- 
stitution, of course, and Mr. Conried is fully 
alive to the difficulties that would have to 
be overcome before drama could be estab- 
lished on such a basis here. The chief one 
is the different character of the audience 
The decent American, rich or poor, is always 
busy. Heis either fighting hard to earn a 
sufficient living or is devoting nearly all his 
energy to moneymaking. He wants to be 
amused in the theatre, or thrilled. or daz- 
zled. The large leisurely class of bureau- 
crats, pensioners, and the like, which gives 
tone to Continental theatre audiences, prac- 
tically does not exist here. People who 
know the theatre well are frequently 
amazed by the silly things our literary men 
and educators permit themselves to say 
about it. 

The reformer who would artistically im- 
prove the American theatre faces a condi- 


tion which no theory derived from observ- 
ing the practice of the Couft theatres of 
Germany will relieve. Improvement will 
only be accomplished by* managers who 
frankly acknowledge existing facts, Mr. 
Conried hit the nail on the head when he 
intimated that the existing theatre in this 
country is just as good as the Americans 
Soontwe. In fact, it is generally a little bet- 
er. 

Certain of his criticisms of stage methods 
in this country which occasioned laughter 
yesterday were not very pertinent. Orches- 
tral music does not accompany love scenes 
in Shakespeare plays or comedies by Pinero. 
Melodrama is a different thing, and ap- 
peals to the childlike nature of two-thirds 
of the public. Mr. Conried’s remarks about 
the employment of calcium and other lights 
in English-speaking plays, in the manner 
of Irving, for example, though he did not 
mention the great Englishman, merely in- 
dicated the inseparable gulf between the 
lively and adaptive imaginations of our peo- 
ple and the matter-of-fact view the aver- 
age German takes with him to the play- 
house. 

Our local German impresario said many 
good words “for the talent of American act- 
ors, however, and expressed his belief that 
the establishment of municipal theatres 
and the restoration of the stock system 
would soon develop a race of actors here 
as gifted and versatile as any in the world. 
For this he was warmly applauded by the 
aspiring students. 


Mr. Conried declared most American plays 
were so flimsy and improbable that they 
would be hopeless in France or Germany. 
That is as it may be. The ordinary Ger- 
man farce and sentimental play of the pres- 
ent hour seem to be pretty poor stuff. 

“An American Citizen,"’ by Mrs. Ryley, 
is a recent American play, which is reason- 
ably flimsy and frankiy improbable. Yet it 
Was seen yesterday bravely to bear the 
Severe test of performance by a stock com- 
pany in a “popular price” theatre after 
the most delicate treatment by a pair of 
stars and a specially selected company. 

In fact, the Murray Hill Theatre actors 
have not lately had a play serve them so 
well as this. William Bramwell lacks the 
varied art and force of Mr. Goodwin, of 
course. He also lacks that exuberance of 

ersonal humor which lends richness to 
Mrs. Ryley’s®occasional lapses into mere 
silliness. But he is a manly and personable 
young actor, and he and his generally capa- 

le associates, including Dorothy Donnelly, 

kept two audiences highly amused. The 
smart third act was particularly well 
played. 


James T. Powers seems to be the star in 
“San Toy” at Daly's. He has “ gagged" 
and elaborated his part now till it seems to 
have reached its ultimate state. He kneels 
on his “‘chi-knees”’ and turns his helmet 
into a roulette wheel. It must be admitted 
that his most extravagant buffoonery is 
encouraged by the audiences which crowd 
the theatre at every performance. 

The general representation is not infertor 
to that of last Fall. The really delightful 
music is not spoiled, though much of it 
might be better sung. But competent sing- 
ers for this variety of ‘‘ musical comedy ” 
are very scarce. Carolyn Gordon is only 
a shade less piquant and charming than 
Minnie Ashley as the maid, while Flora 
Zabella is quite the equal of her prede- 
cessor as San Toy. Melville Stewart's sing- 
ing of “Tommy Afkins” still pleases 
hugely. 


Second Appearance of the 
Pianist at Carnegie Hall. 
Young Josef Hofmann gave his second 
piano recital yesterday afternoon at Car- 
negie Hall. The audience was much smaller 
than that which attended the first recital, 
and we are inclined to believe that thoge at 
future recitals will be still smaller. Mr. 
Hofmann’s most sincere friends can only 
regret that he has elected to appeal to this 
public solely by his facility as a virtuoso. 
He apparently aims to astonish by tricks 
of technic, and either does not wish or is 
unable to move his audiences by masterly 
interpretations of master-works. His pro- 
gramme yesterday was made with a palpa- 
ble view to amazing the crowd by his witch- 
ery of tone, his sparkling clarity of enun- 
ciation in rapid running or staccato pass- 
ages, and his immense resources of power. 
His only attempt to preach the gospel of 
high beauty was a comparative failure, 
while at the end of his programme he ex- 


hibited himself as disregarding all musical 
seriousness for the sake of ad captandum 
effects. 

All of this is matter for genuine sorrow, 
for if ever there was a young man with a 

eat piano talent, that young man Is Josef 

ofmann. If he were deeply musical, he 
would in time eclipse the memory of his 
master, Rubinstein, and might hope to earn 
for himself a place in the history of piano- 
playing beside Liszt. But we fear that he 
will never do it. He certainly will not un- 
less something comes into his life which is 
not there now, namely, a perception of the 
psychological secrets of his art and a sym- 

thy with its emotional force. He played 

hree Chopin numbers yesterday, an im- 
promptu, an etude, and the B flat minor 
sonata. He played the latter well, but in 
a manner far below the level accessible to 
his technic. It was an unsympathetic read- 
ing. It was cold and polished and symmet- 
rical, but it was not Chopin. The etude, on 
the other hand, was a bewildering shower 
of glittering notes, each one as round and 
perfept and individual as a raindrop. 

The young man's most musical perform- 
ance yesterday was that of Beethoven's 
rondo in G major. The music is simple, 

odious, and with a sentiment graceful, 
but not profound. Hofmann played it like 
@ master. And he sa most beautifully 
the Rubinstein barcarolle in F minor, the 
melody being sustained in broad, fiuent 
tone and phrased perfectly, But it was

in such technical labyrinths as one of the 
Schubert-Liszt Soirées de Vienne, the mid- 
dle passage of Sgambati’s “ Nenia,’’ and 
Moszkowski’s shimmering  ‘‘ Etincelles ” 
that he was most at home, These numbers 
he played exquisitely, but they call for 
nothing beyond a full development of the 
mechanical past of piano technic and an 
artistic feeling for rhythm and melodic 
form. They contain no massage that calls 
for the reading of a tone-poet. 

The finai number on the programme was 
the Tannhauser” overture, distorted 
with tuner’s runs and arpeggios and gen- 
erally made ridiculous to afford a pianist 
opportunity to display his technic. No 
true musical artist would play such rub- 
bish, even to tickle the ears of groundlings, 
and a sound Wagnerian, even if he had 
condescended to try it, 
have played the opening measures more 
musically than My. Hofmann did. As an 
encore to this atrocity, he played a worse 
one, an abominable piano disarrangement 
of the | “Liebestod ” from “ Tristan und 
Isolde. After that he played his twid- 
dling version of Strauss’s “ Beautiful Blue 
Danube,"’ a very pretty waltz when let 
alone. It is not necessary to play these 
Wagner caricatures. .There are better tech- 
nical show pieces in the legitimate reper- 
tory of the piano. Mr. Hofmann’'s second 
recital did not raise him in the estimation 
a ay who respect the noble art of the 

st. 


“LES HUGUENOTS” ONCE AGAIN. 


Meyerbee’s ‘“‘ Les Huguenots” was pre- 
sented at the Metropolitan Opera House 
last night with qne of those star casts 
which are the joy of a certain class of 
opera-goers. This class was very generous- 
ly represented last night. It is a class which 
goes to the house for the purpose of hear- 
ing as many of the great artists as pgssible 
at one sitting. This is a familiar feature of 
performances of this opera. It makes a 
profitable investment for the infrequent 
opera-goer and it fills the auditorium with 
an atmosphere of expectancy and resolute 
enthusiasm very favorable to. the singers. 
The cast last night was one of great 
strength. It was weakened somewhat by 
the absence of Edouard de Reszke, who 
was still sick and unable to appear in his 
famous impersonation of Marcel, the sol- 
dierly servitor of Raoul. But.on the other 
hand M. Jean de Reszke sang Raoul for 
the first time this season, and Mme. Nor- 
dica came forward for the first time this 
Winter as Valentine. In addition to these 
there were Mr. Plancgon as St. Bris and Mr. 
Scotti as De Nevers. The others were Mme. 
Homer as the Page and Mr. Journet as 
Marcel. 

With such artists in the principal parts 
nothing could prevent an admirable per- 
formance except some temporary affection 
of the voice. The only person who was so 
affected last night was Mme. Homer. At 
least she sang so sharp and with such a 
rough tone that it is only charitable to pre- 
sume that she was out of voice. The rest 
were in excellent conditio® Mr. Jean de 
Reszke still shows a slight want of power 
in his breathing, the result of his recent 
indisposition, but when he has any diffi- 
culty to overcome his superb art rises 
superior to obstacles, and connoisseurs of 
singing get keen delight from the manner 
in which it does so. He saved himself a 
little last night till the great duet of the 
last act, and then he was the great master 
of old. He eang the high C in the sextet 
and also in the last sqene. 

Mme. Nordica was in fine voice, and her 
splendid tones, so full, so solid, so rich in 
earrying power, were heard with delight. 
Valentine is one of her best parts, and last 
night she sang it and acted it superbly. 
Mme. Melba was also in excellent voice, 
and she sang the music of the Queen with 
all her accustomed beauty of tone and 
brilliancy of style. “Mr. Plangon’s noble 
St. Bris is so well known that it needs. no 
new comment now. It was up to its stand- 
ard last night. Mr, Scotti’s performance 
of De Nevers was distinguished by abund- 
ant sonority of tone and intelligence of 
action. Mr. Journet was an excellent Mar- 
cel. He has not the powerful tones of the 
usual representative of the bluff Huguenot, 
but he has a voice of excellent quality and 
a suave style. He was vigorous and inter- 
esting last night, ° 

There are no grave difficulties in the 
score for chorus or orchestra. he ballet 
disported itself gleefully, and won the cus- 
tomary applause.

A NEW BROADWAY THEATRE.

Although but eighteen years old at the 
outbreak of the civil war, he went to the 
front with Duryee’s Fire Zouaves. He 
took part in several engagements, and was 
transferred to the Signal Corps of the 
army. He became Chief Operator under 
McClellan, At the close of hostilities Cow- 
lam, who then ranked as Colonel, was ap- 
pointed Secretary of the Reconstruction 
Commission. 

The body will probably be shipped West 
for interment.

Famous Race Horse Purchased by 
Millionaire J. B. Haggin. 


MACK 


ALL OF STABLE IN THE DEAL 


Price Said to be $150,000 for All of 
Eastin & Larabie’s Breeding and 
Racing Stock. 


The formal transfer of the ownership of 
the famous race horse Kinley Mack, top 
weight for all the great Spring handicaps, 
from the well-known racing firm Eastin & 
Larabie, to the ownership of J. B. Haggin, 
the millionaire turfman and breeder of 
Kentucky and California, was filed yester- 
day with the Secretary of the Jockey Club 
and with the Secretaries of the several 
New York racing associations in whose 
stake fixtures Kinley Mack is engaged. 
With the transfer of the entries, which in- 
cluded both Kinley Mack and the promis- 
ing colt High Order, top weight among the 
four-year-olds in the Brooklyn Handicap, 
Came the notice that Eastin & Larabie had 
sold to Mr. Haggin their entire racing sta- 
ble, which is now quartered at the Sheeps- 
head Bay race track under the care of 
Trainer Peter Wimmer, who last year han- 
dled the more prominent of W. C. Whit- 
ney’s horses in addition to training the 
Eastin & Larabie string, when Kinley 
Mack won both the Brooklyn and Suburban 
Handicaps. 

The sale, though entirely unexpected to 
turfmen generally, now seems to be a part 


of a previous transaction between the firm 
named and Mr. Haggin, whereby Mr. Hag- 
gin became owner of the Eastin & Lara- 
bie breeding stock on their Kentucky farm, 
this stock including Ben Halladay, by 
Hanover-Mollie L., the most famous and 
successful long-distance race horse of the 
ast fifteen years, together with six highly 
red producing mares, the number includ- 
ing Ben Holladay’s dam; Tongese, dam of 
High Order; Gypsy, May H., Lena Holla- 
dav, and Julia Kinney. 

The sale of the horses in training includ- 
ed, in addition to Kinley Mack and High 
Order, the three-year-olds Sharpshooter and 
Julia Hanover, both of which showed fair 
form last season, and Max Bendix and 
Stevedor, both of the latter two being half- 
brothers to the great horse Halma, by 
Hanover-Julia L. The price said to have 
been paid is $150,000. 

The former owners, S. E. Larabie, a Mon- 
tana banker and financier, and Augus- 
tus Eastin, a well-to-do Kentuckian, have 
been in racing partnership for about ten 
years, and in the time they have been on 
the turf have held a place in the public 
esteem second to that of no man who ever 
raced horses. In that time they have had 
many famous animals, the most noted of 
which were Poct Scout, Ben Holladay, and 
Kinley Mack. For several years business 
affairs have kept both partners from com- 
ing on to New York to see their horses 
race, and this press of affairs has caused 
Mr. Eastin to decide to retire’ from racing. 
Mr. Larabie did not care to continue alone, 
and Mr. ijaggin therefore had no difficulty 
in arranging for the purchase of. their 
breeding stock. Now it is said the first 

urchase was under terms that gave Mr. 

faggin the option of taking the racing 
stable, too, for a lump sum fixed at the 
big figure previously mentioned. 

The purchase is taken as’ evidence that 
Mr. Haggin ‘will again engage actively in 
racing. in his own name and the colors 
that were among the best known on the 
American turf up to ten years ago, when 
the Hagegin blue and orange was carried by 
such horses a3 Ben Ali. King Fox, Salvator, 
and Firenzi. Mr. Haggin began racing in the 
eighties and for half a dozen years had one 
of the largest and most expensive stables 
fn the world, with Matt Byrnes as trainer 
and the best tockeys that high salaries 
could hire to ride for him. 

His most conspicuously successful year 
was 1890, when with Salvator, unbeaten 
that vear, he won the Suburban and Cham- 
pion Stakes, and achieved many other vic- 
tories with his other horses. He reduced 
his stable after that and devoted himsclf 
chiefly to breeding. He now owns more 
thoroughbreds than any two other men in 
the world, and maintains two immense 
breeding forms, Rancho led Paso, Califor- 
nia, embracing some hundreds of thou- 
sands of acres, and Elmendorf Farm, Ken- 
tucky, which he purchased a few years 
ago, and has enlarged to something more 
than a thousand acres by the purchase of 
adjoining land. 

At Elmendorf alone there are more than 
600 thoroughbred horses, stallions, mares, 
and young stock, while on his California 
farm his horses practically are uncounted. 
That he will race Kinley Mack and the 
others of his last purchase, the transfer of 
their emgagements indicates positively. but 
it is probable that he bought the horse 
chiefly with a view to putting him in the 
stud. Kinley Mack Jast vear was the most 
successful horse on the American turf, and 
many £904 judges thoucht the best, though 
this was disputed by admirers of Ethelbert. 
He igs in all the great handicans, with 128 
pounds in the Brooklyn and Suburban, and 
127 in the Brietton. High Order is in the 
Brook!yn and Suburban. with 118 pounds in 
each. It is probable that Peter Wimmer 
will continue to train the stable. 


Protest Jockey Club’s Action. 


MEMPHIS, Tenn., March 11.—A mecting 
of horsemen training at Montgomery Park 
was he!d to-day to take action in regard to 
the ban placed by the Western Jockey 
Club upon the tracks not licensed by that 
body About thirty horse owners were 
present. T. PP. Hayes, Vicé President of 
the Horsemen's Protective Association, pre- 
sided. A number of speeches were made 
protesting against the action of the West- 
ern Jockey Club. C. A. Tillers, represent- 
ing the Little Rock and Delmar tracks, said 
that if the jockey club did not rescind the 
objectionable rules he would guarantee a 
ninety days’ meeting at Delmar and give 
a bond of 850.000 to insure the promise. 
The independent circuit would include Lit- 
tle Rock. Newport, Delmar, Nashville, and 
Highland Park. 


Westean Jockey Club Defied.

LEXINGTON, Ky., March 11.—Repre- 
sentatives of the Western Jockey Club and 
the Turf Congress, the warring racing as- 
sociations, are in Lexington looking for 


the patronage of the owners of racing 
stables in this vicinity. There are nearly 
325 head of horses at the track, and the 
most of them will be raced first at Nash- 
ville, the Turf Congress seeming to have 
the upper hand. Owners generally affirm 
that they will pay no attention to the edict 
of the Western Jockey Club, and will race 
wherever they think that they can win.

Criticism of Secret Yacht Building.

The veil 
of eeoreay surrounding the conception and 
construction of British challengers is per- 
haps necessary to prevent the abstraction 
of secrets, but they are secrets which, if 
another knew them, he would only regard 
as things to avoid.”

Af- 
terward dry the sail in the open air. The wind 
will soon blow the superfluous powdery stuff off. 

The correspondent states that despite the fact 
that it is claimed that the preparation will dis- 
color sail, his experience has been that the claim 
is groundless. The experience is based on a suit 
of sails that were treated three years ago, and 
are still white and free from the mildew and 
sound in texture.

A RIVAL YERMILYE & 0. 


New “Banking House” Adopts 
the Style of the Old One. 


Original Firm Takes Steps to Prevent 
the Use of Its Name by the Con- 
cern in Embryo. 


The old banking house of Vermilye &/Co, 
of 20 Nassau Street found itself confronted 
yesterday by a rival Vermilye & Co., wnicn 
had extensivély advertised itself in the 
Sunday newspapers as a “ banking house,” 
able to “ execute orders on the New York, 
Boston, and Philadelphia Stock Exchanges, 
the Chicago Board of Trade, and the: New 
York Cotton Exchange.” 

‘The hew concern had arranged elaborate 
quarters on. the second floor of the Ex- 
change Court Building, at 52 Broadway, 
over the ‘door appearing the sign ‘‘ Vermilye 
& €o.”" No business was done yesterday 
by the new “ bankers,’ and the old Ver- 
milye & Co. took measures to prevent the 
doting of any business in the future by 
the new firm under the name it started 
under, 

About two weeks ago the firm of Ver- 
milye, Adams & Co., members of the New 
York Consolidated Stock Exchange, came 
into existence, It sent out circulars all 
over the country, claiming: private wires, 
&c. It, fitted up the elegant offices of the 
suite No. 209 Exchange Court Building, now 
occupied by “‘ Vermilye & Co.” This firm of 
Vermilye, Adams & Co. was made up of 
Dr. OQ. E. Vermilye of. New Jersey, Royal 
W. Adams, and his brother, J. E. Adams. 
These were the nominal members, but the 
Consolidated Stock Exchange found that 
there were other factors in the firm. 

Royal W. Adams was the member of the 
Consolidated Exchange. He has_resided 
for ten years or more at Norwalk, Conn., 
having little tovdo with New York vusiness 
affairs. Dr.. Vermilye is understood to 
have had little dealing with Wall Street. 
He was'a customer of the defunct firm of 
L. H: Bailey &Co., and when L. H. Bailey 
& Co. were expelled from the Consolidated 
Stock Exchange {tt was upon the compiaint 
of Dr. Vermilye, who said the firm had not 
explained satisfactorily the loss of a cer- 
tain $4).

SMELTING COMPANY WINS. 


Denial of an Injunction Sought by 
Stockholders to Prevent an Increase 


of Capital to $100,000,000. 


Vice Chancellor Stevens, at Jersey City, 


yesterday, deniéd the application for an in- 
junction restraining the American Smelting 
and Refining Company from increasing its 
capital stock from $65,000,000 to $100,000,- 
000, in order that the Directors may pur- 


chase the plants of M. Guggenheim's Sons 
in New Jersey, Illinois, New Mexico, Mex- 


ico, and South America for $45,000,000. The 
contention set up by the stockholders who 
oppased the increase and purchase was that 
the Guggenheim. plants were not worth the 
price stipulated. 

Vice Chancellor?Stevens, after reviewing 
the laws bearing on the matter, said that 
the application must be denied on two 
grounds. In the first place, the petitioners 
had failed to prove that the Directors had 
stipulated to pay $45,000,000, nor had they 
shown that such price, even if agreed upon, 
would be excessive. They had also failed to 
prove that they were right in their conten- 
tion that the Guggenheim plants were only 
worth $22,000,000. On the other hand, the 
defendants had shown that the annual net 
earnings of the Guggenheim plants were 
equal to 8 per cent. of the valuation of $45,- 
000,000: therefdre, that was their presump- 
tive value. Nothing was adduced by the 
plaintiffs to show that the transaction was 
not fair and honest. For these reasons, he 
said, he must deny the injunction asked for.

NEW YORK CENTRAL PLANS 


Improvements Decided Upon at 
Troy and at Syracuse. 


A New Station at the First-Named City 
and Elimination of Many Grade 
Crossings at Syracuse. 


The New York Central has decided to 
build a new station in Troy, and to elimi- 
nate over twenty-one grade crossings on 


its Auburn line at Syracuse, at a total ex-. 


pense of over $350,000. The plans for the 
new passenger station at Troy have been 
under consideration for a long time, but, 
owing to the diversity of opinion among 
the citizens nothing was done in the mat- 
ter. The Chamber of Commerce desired 
that the station be built so as to avoid 
grade crossings. The New York Central 
made plans accordingly, which provided 
for an elevation of its tracks by eight feet 
and a depression of the streets by six feet. 
The Mayor of Troy, however, and his polit- 
ical faction objected to the anti-grade 
crossing feature of the plans on the 
ground, as he stated, that the city’s share 
of the cost would be too great. 

Several attempts were made to have an 
agreement reached on this proposition, but 
as neither party would recede from the 
position taken, the New York Central 
finally decided to abandon its plans for an 
elevation of its tracks, but to build the 
station in such a way that the tracks could 
be elevated later without requiring an es- 
sential change in the building. Accord- 
ingly, plans have been made, and will soon 
be executed, providing for a brick and 
stone building 50 by 400 feet, to cd&t about 
$150,000. On the main floor will be a wuit- 
ing room 42 by 74 feet, a women’s room, 
and a smoking room. The ground floor of 
tne two wings of the building will be occu- 
pied by the express and the baggage rooms, 
respectively. On the second tloor wil! be 
a restaurant and the local offices of the 
company. There will be four train plat- 
forms, 

The improvements to be 
Syracuse, involving the 
twenty-one grade crossings, of which fif- 
teen are public streets and highways, are 
on what is known as the Auburn line of the 
New York Central. This line at present 
enters Syracuse from the West, and, de- 
scending on a grade of forty feet to the 
mile,joins the main line near Geddes Street. 
This line has a heavy local passenger traf- 
fic. and within the city limits is used ex- 
tensively for freight purposes in connec- 
tion with the large works of certain indus- 
tries. Consequently the grade crossings. 
especialiy those used by the public, 
a dangerous character, The company 
decided to divert the line 
with the main line of the New York Cen- 
tral, and aiso the West Shore line, and 
later, when warranted by an increase of 
business, to construct the line so that 
freight may be delivered to the tracks of 
the New York Central, and also to the 
West Shore tracks, without having to cross 
at grade the main passenger tracks. The 
length of this proposed new line is 
miles. The cost of this work will be about 
$200,000. 


RUMORS OF BIG RAILWAY DEAL. 


Hlinois Central Said to Have Practically 
Acquired Control of Wiscon- 
sin Central. 
Special to The New York Times. 

CHICAGO, March 11.—The air was thick 
to-day with rumors of gigantic railway 
deals and combinations. The most impor- 
tant of these was a report that the Illinois 
Central had or was about to secure control 
of the Wisconsin Central Railroad. Vice 
President J. T. Harahan, when questioned 
regarding the rumor, said he knew noth- 
ing of it. 

It was asserted that certain large stock- 
holders of the Illinois Central had bought 
privately a majority of Wisconsin Central 


preferred stock and were assured of a con- 
trolling interest in the common. These pur- 
chases, it was said, would be turned into 
the Illinois Central as a corporation and 
thus give the latter a line from St. Paul to 
New Orleans. 

It is considered quite probable that the 
“certain large stockholders of the Illinois 
Central’ are E, H. Harriman and others 
associated with him, Mr. Harriman being 
one of the largest stockholders of the Illi- 
nois Central and one of its Directors. It 
has been known for some time that the 
Harriman syndicate was trying to secure 
control of both the Wisconsin Central and 
the Chicago Great Western.

A GATES ROAD SOLD. 


The Burlington Buys the Davenport, 
Rock Island and Northwestern. 
Special to The New York Times. 
CHICAGO, March 11.—The Davenport, 
Rock Island and Northwestern Railway, 
owned by John W. Gates and some of his 
business associates, has been sold to the 
Burlington system for a price said to be 
about $4,000,000. The road is a small one, 
extending from Moline, Ill, by way of 
Rock Island and a large bridge across the 
Mississippi River, to Davenport and Clin- 
ton, Iowa. It covers a distance of forty 
miles. The company has an authorized issue 
of $4,000,000 bonds and $4,000,000 stock. 
How much of this is outstanding is not 

known. 

The road was built and the money fur- 
nished before any bonds or stock were 
issued by Mr. Gates, John Lambert, Will- 
iam P. Palmer, John A. Drake, and James 
«. Hutchins. John W. Gates is President, 
and his son, Charles G. Gates, is Secre- 
tary and Treasurer. The Directors include 
all the men mentioned. 

The organizers are said to have tapped 
a paying territory. which none of the large 
systems had reached. Mr. Gates gave it 
out some time ago that the road was earn- 
ing $20,000 a month gross, with only forty 
miles in operation. 

The company is* a consolidation of the 
Davenport, Clinton and Eastern, the Daven- 


port. Rock Island and Northwestern, and 
the Rock Island and Eastern Illinois. 


FOR THE SEABOARD AIR LINE. 


Proposed Syndicate ‘to “Advance Funds 


for the Road’s Development. 


The formation of a syndicate {ts said to be 
under way among financiers of this city 
to advance funds to the Seaboard Air Line 
for the purpose of providing cash assets 
wherewith to develop the property without 
resorting to a sale of long-term bonds at 


a price which is supposed to be below the 
actuai value of the company's securities, 
The arrangement is believed to provide also 
for the taking up of certain loans nego- 
tflated some time ago and secured by some 
of the company’s 4 per cent. consolidated 
mortgage bonds for the paying off of a 
floating debt and of meturin ng trust certifi- 
cates.

BEATTIE AND WHITNEY 
QUARREL OVER GONTRAGT 


First Named No Longer Treasurer 
of the Metropolitan Railroad. 


He Retains Andrew D. Parker and Sues 
the Company for $100,000—Story 
of a Stormy Meeting. 


Hans-S. Beattie, who for more than twen- 
ty years has been a close political and bus- 
iness associate of William C. Whitney, has 
resigned as Treasurer of the Metropolitan 
Street Railroad Company, and at the same 
time he has brought suit against the com- 
pany for $100,000 for breach of contract, 
The papers in the case are now in the 
hands of a Deputy Sheriff, who will serve 
them to-day on the officials of the com- 
pany. Andrew D. Parker, the ex-Police 
Commissioner, is counsel for Mr. Beattie, 
and beyond acknowledging that he was act- 
ing as counsel he would say nothing, as 
he preferred not to talk until the summons 
and complaint had been served. 

The news of the “ break’”’ between Mr. 
Beattie and Mr. Whitney will come as a 
surprise to many, although a few of Mr. 
Beattie’s friends have had knowledge of 
the situation for some time. He has freely 
discussed it with them. The resignation 
as Treasurer occurred last December, but 
the fact became public only yesterday. 

The suit for the $100,000 was the primary$ 
cause for the resignation. Mr. Beattie ‘de- 
manded that certain promises that had 
been made to him when he secured various 
franchises for the Metropolitan, should be 
fulfilled, and when they were not he de- 


cided to resign and bring the matter into 
the courts. 

It was before 1880 that Mr. Beattle and 
Mr. Whitney became business and political 
friends. They were in the old County 
Democracy together, and when Mr. Whit- 
ney was Corporation Counsel Mr. Beattie 
was first Deputy County Clerk. Mr. Beat- 
tie became Surveyor of the Port under Mr. 
Cleveland, and when Grant was Mayor he 
was appointed Street Cleaning Commis- 
sioner. 

In the early eighties the means of trans- 
—— across town below Twenty-third 

treet were very\inadequate. The County 
Democracy politicians, who were in con- 
trol, went to work to secure franchises. 
John Keenan, in the Common Council, was 
the active ,legislative end of the combine, 
with whom were associated Mr, Beattie, 
Hubert O. Thoinpson, Gilbert M. Spier, and 
Db. D. Conover. Among the franchises they 
secured were for railroads on Chambers 
Street, Fulton, Wall, and Cortlandt Streets, 
as well as across town at Thirty-fourth 
Street and Twenty-eighth and wenty- 
ninth Streets. Mr. Beattie was made Sec- 
retary of nearly all of the proposed lines 
and had possession of all of the records. 

-A few years later, when the Jacob Sharp 
collapse on the Broadway road camé, and 
when the line was in the hands of John 
O’Brien as receiver, Philadelphia interests 
began to be interested in New York street 
railroads. It was at that time that P. A. 
B. Widener and William L. Elkins had 
formed their syndicate in Philadelphia. 
They wanted to get hold of New York 
roads, and Widener, Elkins, Thomas Dolan, 
and William H. Kemble came here and 
purchased the West Houston and Pa- 
vonia Ferry Street Railway, which was 
the successor of the old Avenue C Line, 
built about 1875. Then they leased the 
South Ferry Road, a short line from Vesey 
Street through Church Street to Battery 
Park. Then they acquired the Broadway 
line, all this time the leased lines being 
operated through the first line purchased. 

At this time there was great rivalry over 
the control of the surface roads in the 
city. Mr. Whitney had become the New 
York representative of the syndicate, and 
they planned to get absolute control of all 
of the west side business. They then ob- 
tained contro] of the Chambers Street line, 
and Mr. Beattie was made Treasurer of 
the company, with a ‘small salary, but with, 
he says, certain promises, on which he is 
now suing. The Third Avenue Road was 
in the field as a strong rival for supremacy. 
Abcut this time the other cross-town lines 
defaulted in payment of interest on bonds, 
and Edward Lauterbach, counsel for the 
Third Avenue Road, took charge of the 
lines, as representing the security holders. 
Meanwhiie, the three original lines had 
become known as the Metropolitan Trac- 
tion Company. 

This was in 1893. Mr. Beattie was still 
continued as Treasurer. 

The syndicate, including Mr. Whitney, be- 
came alarmed over Mr. Lauterbach’s being 
in a Eeetson to throw the crosstown lines 
not absorbed by that company over to the 
Third Avenue Road and the Hart interests. 
The syndicate, according to Mr. Beattie, 
wanted these roads in the worst kind of 
Way, as they knew that if the Third Ave- 
rue obtained them it would dfisturb their 
west side plans. Mr. Beattie, it is alleged, 
with his knowledge of the crosstown lines, 
Was authorized to go ahead and get them, 
“even if it cost millions.”’ 

He started in, and by 1896 the Company now 
known as the Metropolitan Street Railway 
Company had control of the Twenty-eighth, 
Twenty-ninth,, and Thirty-fourth Street 
Crosstown Linés. Two shares of stock which 
were held in the Thirty-fourth Street Line 
alone cost the syndicate $18,000. These two 
shares gave the syndicate the control. Af- 
ter this Mr. Beattie still continued as Treas- 
urer, and his business relations with Mr. 
Whitney seemed as close as ever. He says 
that hé was promised that he would be 
compensated for his work. He went to Mr. 
Whitney and Mr. Ryan, both of whom 
had given him instructions as to the ac- 
quiring of the property. 

The friendly relations became somewhat 
strained last Fall when the compensation 
was not forthcoming. It was then that he 
consulted counsel and after that went to 
the offices of the railroad company and 
made a formal demand that the promises 
made to him should be kept. From all ac- 
counts the interview was a decidedly warm 
affair, and it did not end satisfactorily to 
Mr. Beattie. His next move was to send in 
his resignation, which he did in December’ 
The fact that he had resigned as Treasurer 
did not come out at the time, although Mr. 
Beattie then told some of his friends what 
would be the outcome. 

Mr. Beattie is now living at Riverside, 
Conn. He expects to push the case to trial 
as rapidly as possible. Mr. Whitney was 
not in the city last night. " 


Wreck of a Three-Masted Schooner in 
the Track of West Indian Traffic. 


On arriving here yesterday the steamship 
Arkadia of the New York and Porto Rican 
Steamship Company’s fleet reported the 
existence of a dangerous derelict in latitude 
29.18, longitude 74.16. It is the wreck of the 
three-masted schooner Warwick, which was 
deserted on Feb. 27 by her crew, the mem- 
bers of which were rescued by the Italian 
bark Santa Anna and Marie. , 4 

When the wreck was sighted by the Ar- 
kadia last Friday {it was standing upright 
in the water, with its decks awash and its 
hatches broken in. The lumber which had 
formed the cargo of the schooner was float- 
ing around the vicinity. The three masts 
and topmasts were standing, but the jib- 
boom had been broken and was hanging 
ne All the sails were torn to rib- 
pons. , 

The wreck is directly in the path of 


steamships going to and from this port and 
the West Indies. 


MANUSCRIPTS FOR COLUMBIA. 


Parts of the Avesta Received—Bombay 
Residents’ Gift to Prof. Jackson. 
The department of Indo-Iranian lan- 
guages at Columbia University received last 
week in the name of Prof. A. V. Williams 
Jackson a consignment of five manuscripts 
of the Avesta. The manuscripts were sent 
by persons in Bombay as a gift to Prof. 
Jackson in recognition of his services to 
the religion of Zoroaster. Prof. Jackson is 
at present absent on a trip to the Hast, and 
Dr. H. D. Gray, who has been studying 
under him, has taken charge of the mlanu- 


scripts until his return. Dr. Gray has made 
an examination of the collection and says 
that it is the only collection of the sort in 
America. The Universities of Oxford and 
Cambridge have similar collections, as has 
the University of Géttingen. 

Dr. Gray also says that separate parts of 
the Avesta are found in various places, but 
that it is very seldom that so mu of the 
book sacred to the followers of roaster 
is brought together as in the present col- 
lection, which includes one manuscript con- 
taining the Yashts, one of the Yasna, with 
Pahlavi translation; one of the Vendidad, 
with Pahlavi translation, and two contain- 
ing the Vendidad Sade. 

Some of the books’ are not fn a very good 
state of preservation, and one has nearly 
lost its binding of calfskin. The manu- 
scripts have been insured for several thou- 
gand dollars and have been placed in the 
vaults of the library,,

LEGAL NOTES. 


AN AWARD THAT Was DISASTROUS,—John 
Schreyer has had an unfortunate experience 
through being overpersuaded to employ 
counsel to seek compensation for the loss 
he sustained from the taking of lands to 
which he had title for the extension of 
Lexington Avenue above Seventy-seventh 
Street. Although a considerable award was 
made and the lawyers secured a large fee, 
Mr. Schreyer finds himself several thou- 
sand dollars out of pocket. At the time Mr. 
Schreyer -purchased the property, in 1884, it 
was subject to a mortgage of over $7,000, 
which he did not assume or agree to pay. 
There was also a lien upon the same land 
for several hundred dollars of taxes, which 
he was under no legal obligation to pay. 
The Commissioners, in 1885, when Mr. 
Schreyer presented his claim for damages, 
awarded him a small amount beyond the 
liens already upon the property. In 1890 
Mr. Schreyer was induced to sign an agree- 
ment giving James A. Deering, as attorney, 
50 per cent. of what should be allowed 


on account of the loss: “In 1894 new Com- 
missioners awarded Mr. Schreyer $22,500, 
and on Mr. Deering filing a notice of his 
lien the City Chamberlain paid him_ $12,- 
459.85. The Appellate Division and the 
Court of Appeals ordered a reversal, hold- 
ing that the question should be decided by 
action. Mr. Deering then paid back the 
money, still asserting his lien, and brought 
suit against Schreyer, in which he secured 
judgment for $11,250, or one-half the award. 
The costs and extra charges made a total 
of nearly $15,000, so that there was a defi- 
ciency judgment of ‘$1,800 against Schreyer. 
The Appellate Division, in an opinion by 
Justice O’Brien, has now affirmed this 
judgment. Justice McLaughlin gave a dis- 
senting opinion, which is concurred in by 
Justice Patterson, holding that Mr. Deering 
was entitled to only one-half the sum actu- 
ally awarded to Schreyer, after deducting 
the amount of the mortgage and taxes. 
Justice McLaughlin says Mr. Deering had 
knowledge of the liens upon the property, 
and that the only possible damage Schreyer 
could sustain through, the taking of the 
land was so much of the award as exceed- 
ed the amount of the mortgage and taxes. 
The award made through Deering’s efforts 
was not, he said, in fact recovered by 
Schreyer. Of the amount $7,500 was applied 
on the mortgage and $2,624 retained by the 
Controller for taxes, leaving $12,376. Jus- 
tice .McLaughlin thinks Mr. Deering was 
entitled to one-half that sum, and no more. 
“If the amount had only equaled the 
amount of the mortgage and taxes,”’ Justice 
McLaughlin says, ‘‘ Schreyer, notwithstand- 
ing the fact that he was under no obliga- 
tion to pay either of them, must neverthe- 
less pay the plaintiff one-half the spm 
awarded. This seems to me to be unjust 
and a forced and unreasonable construction 
of the contract.”” Mr. Schreyer claimed also 
that he signed the agreement to enable Mr. 
Deering to show it to prospective clients, 
and with the understanding that he was 
actually to be charged only 33 per cent. of 
the award. 
* 

ScHOOL CHILDREN IN A STREET.—Samuel 
Schoenblum, five years and two months 
old, who had been going to school about 
a month, on returning one day, met his 
mother in front of the house where they 
lived, in Rivington Street. She gave him a 
penny to buy some candy at a stall across 
the street, and he had done so and was on 
his way back to her when he ran closely tn 
front of a horse attached to a cart into 
which an employe of the city was engaged 
in emptying ashes. The driver, not seeing 
the boy, started the horse, which at his 


first steps knocked the boy down so that 
the wheel of the cart passed over his leg. 
A suit brought by the child's father against 
the city to recover for the injuries the boy 
sustained was dismissed on the trial, but 
the Appellate Division. in an opinion by 
Justice Rumsey, has ordered a reversal and 
new trial. The Court said that may be, un- 
der ordinary circumstances, the driver was 
not called upon to look and see what, if 
anything, was in front of his horse before 
starting him up, but there were some facts 
in this case which might take it ont of the 
ordinary rule. ‘‘ The time was at noon; the 
children were just out of school, and the 
street was full of them. Under such cir- 
cumstances a person who has occasion to 
drive a horse in such a street is bound to 
take notice of the fact that the children 
are there, and to see that no harm comes to 
them from anything he does.”’ The ques- 
tion of the driver's negligence was held to 
be one for the jury. The Presidi e Jus- 
tice, in a dissenting opinion, said: ‘* It can- 
not be ssible that every time an ash man 
moves his cart from house to house in the 
middle of the block hé must search in and 
around his vehicle and horse to make sure 
that there is no one standing near who will 
be knocked down and injured the moment 
his horse raises his foot.’’

Moners Lost IN WALL STREET.—Mrs. 
Ophelia J. Cuthbert inherited- from her 
father, Francis M. Lasak, who died twelve 
years ago, over $300,000, a large portion of 
which was paid by her to her son, Bdward 
B. Cuthbert, a stock broker. When he 
asked her in 1895 for $95,000, ‘‘she threw 
up her hands in the air,” Mr. Cuthbert 
said, in testifying, ‘“‘ exclaiming, ‘ That is 
just the way my money is going.to go if I 
let you have anything. I won’t have any- 
thing to do with Wall Street. I have al- 


ways been warned against it my _ fa- 
ther.’"’ She was finally induc to loan 
Edward. that sum, the amount to _ be 
charged against him at her death.

S. Pearson, having secured a judgment 
for over $15,000 against him, sued. him and 
others to have a general assignment made 
by him declared fraudulent, and that his 
brother and mother accotmt’ for $40,000 
received by them from him in August, 1897. 
After Mrs. Cuthbert’s death her adminis- 
trator was substituted as papty defendant, 
The Appellate Division has modified judg- 
ment secured by the plaintiff on the trial. 
The Court holds that Mr. Cuthbert could 
not, for the purpose of reimbursing his 
mother for the advances, withdraw from 
his assets, to the detriment of his creditors, 
money to pay such advances, or any part 
of them; and that an accounti should 
have been ordered. Presiding Justice Van 
Brunt, in a dissenting opinion, held there 
was no proof that the money loaned by 
the mother was intended as an advance to 
her son, to be paid only against his share of 
the mother’s estate. here was no agree- 
ment on her part not to ask him for the 
money, and she could have claimed it at 
any time.
